Fire Progressed So Rapidly That Es- 
cape Was Cut Off Within a Few 
Minutes After Flames Were 
Discovered—Some He- 
roic Rescues. 


New York, March 17.—Flames which orig- 
inated from the igniting of a lace curtain 
burst forth from the second floor of the 
Windsor hotel, at Forty-seventh street 
an@ Fifth avenue, shortly after 3 o’clock 
. this afternoon just as the St. Patrick's day 
parade was passing the building, and in a 
few moments they had leaped up to the 
roof and enveloped the entire Filth avenue 
‘ and A ta ge street fronts of ‘the 
hotel. 

Ten minutes later the flames were roar- 
ing through the interior of the hotel, and 
all escape by means of stairways and 
elevators was cut off. There was the 
wildest scene of excitement within and 
without the building. Hundreds of guests 


and employees were in the hotel when the" 


fire broke out, and for many of them 
escape with safety was impossible. . 

_ Probably from ten to fifteen lives 
were lost within a half hour, and thir- 
ty or forty persons werg injured in 
jumping from windows and in rushing 
through the roaring flames in the cor- 
_Tidors and cn the stairways. 

Many who were injured died later at 
nearby residences and at hospitals, and 
; others who made wild leaps to the stone 
sidewalk were so badly injured that they 
are still hovering between life and. death. 
It may be twenty-four hours, vr more, be- 
for the complete list of fatalities becomes 
known, and it will be longer than that 
before it can be ascertained definitely how 
many charred bodies are in the mass of 
fallen masonry that marks the spot where 
the hotel stood.

Building Consumed in Two Hours. 

The flames could not be checked, and in 
two hours from the time the fire broke out 
the entire structure was in ruins, and the 
Streets on three sides of the building were 
filled with debris from fallen walls and 
chimneys, while the streams of water be- 
ing poured upon the intertor of the ruins 
had no other effect than to fill the air with 
clouds of scalding steam, making it. im- 
possible for any one to approach near 
enough to search for the bodies of those 
who perished. 

The fire was the most spectacular that 
could be imagined. 

When it broke out Fifth avenue was 
crowded with People watching the St. 
Patrick’s day parade and every win- 
dow in the front of the hotel facing 
Fifth avenué was seas with specta- 
tors. 

The day was al] that could be desired, 
and an unusually large number of people 
were on the streets on that account, a fact 
which interfered not a little with the move- 
ments of the firemen ang police. Ag soon 
as the flames were discovered shooting 
from the windows that part of the 8t. 
Patrick’s day procession which was near 
the building came to a halt, and in a few 
minutes the parade was disbanded, for the 
police came rushing toward the fire from 
every direction, and, as far as they were 
able, drove the people from the streets. 

One alarm after another was turned in, 
and the first of the fire engines was not 
long in appearing upon the scene. The

very . soon became apparent that a great 
majority of the occupants of the hotel 
were either panic stricken or unable to 
make their way to the ground floors. 

Windows were thrown up on every 
side of the building and guests, most- 
ly women, in all stages of terror, mad@ 
their appearance and uttered frantic 
appeals for assistance to the crowd 
below. 

As the flames gathered about them they 
became more and more terror-stricken, 
and presently some of them stood upon the 
narrow window sills and beckoned to the 
spectators that they were about to leap. 
The men collected upon the sidewalks 
ready to render any assistance they could, 
and in the meantime some of the women 
left the window sills and dropped to the 
streets. In most cases the efforts to catch 
them and break their awful fall were un- 
availing, for they struck the sidewalk, and 
in frequent instances broken limbs were 
result. As soon as the firemen could 

et their scaling ladders into position they 
climbed the sides of the building and en- 
tered every window where there was an 
unfortunate guest appealing for assistance, 
and many cases of heroic’rescue were wit- 
nessed by the throng in the streets. <At 
the corner of Forty-seventh street and 
Fifth avenue, directly across from the 
hotel, is the home of Miss Helen Gould, 
and at her direction many of the injured 
were cafrried there and were treated by 
physicians and nurses whom she had sent 
for. In the meantime the chief of police 
had telephoned to every hospital in the 
city asking that assistance be sent. 


Ambulances Come Upon the Scene. 

Ambulances forced their way through the 
crowds as quickly as possible, and the in- 
jured people who had made the frightful 
leaps from the hotel windows were placed 
in them and removed to the hospitals. 

Several occupants of the hotel ap- 
peared at,;the windows of the sixth 
and seventh stories, and evén on the 
roof, and leaped to the streets from 
those points. Véry few of them es- 
caped either instant death or injuries 
which resulted in their death a short 
time later. 

The entire building was being enveloped 
in flames, which shot out from every win- 
dow and formed a picture which struck 
terror to all those who witnessed it. With- 
in four or five minutes after the fire 
broke out the walls on the Fifth avenue 


and presently, with an awful crash, they 
struck the asphalt covering of the street 
in front of the hotel and caused the hun- 
dreds of people who were standing there, 
to scatter in every direction. This fall 
wéakened the walls of the Forty-sixth and 
Forty-seventh street sides, and they fol- 
lowed a moment later. When the walls 
fell the brick and mortar and twisted gir- 
ders and Corrugated iron filled the streets 
on three sides of the hotel. 

The door steps and iron fences in front 
of the houses on the opposite- side of the 
street from the hotel were wrecked by the 
falling walis, and the amount of debris 
piled in the streets Was so great that 
travel will be impeded for several days. 
The northeast end of the hotel continued 
to burn for a half hour after the walls of 
the other part of the building fell. Fire- 
men continued tv play streams upon the 
flames, and also upon all the adjoining 
buildings, including Miss Gould’s resi- 
dence, which seemed in imminent danger 
of catching fire, but the flames were 
brought under control before they could 
reach any of them. 

There were many thrilling scenes in the 
hotel @uring the early stages of the fire. 
McKinley’s Brother’s Family Esdéapes. 

A hall boy discovered the flames while 


mediately over the rcoms occupied by 
Prerident McKinley’s brother, Abner Mc- 
Kinley, and his family. The boy pulled 
a chain attached to the fire alarm, but the 
chain broke, and then he cried out an 
alarm of fire and ran to the floor below. 
The blaze was then licking up everything 
on the Fifth avenue end of the building, 
and the lad, when he got'‘to the floor above 
the main hall, ran into the Amcrican 
dining room and gave the alarm to the 
guests there. Only a few persons were in 
the dining room at the time and they 
escaped. When the boy reached the main - 
floor Warren F. Leland, the proprietor of 
the hotel, was in the rear of the long hall, 
and the boy shouted to him that the build- 
ing was on fire. On Mr. Leland’s instruc- 
tions, the clerk tried to save all the books 
and papers, and the boy then rushed down 
fhe basement stairway and alarmed the 
women who were at work in the Jaundry. 
It is believed that all of them escaped. 
One of the most daring rescues effected 
by the firemen occurred on the fifth floor 
on the Fifth avenue front. An elderly wo- 
man was seen at a window, and two fire- 
men succeeded in reaching the window im- 
mediately underneath. One of them climb- 
ed to the coping of the window on which

Handsome Woman Leaps to Death. -

One of the most thrilling scenes of the 
fire—at the time when the building was a 


seething cauldron of flame—was the he- 


roic rescue of several women from the 
upper stories. One had been carried down 
from the fifth story. Mrs. A. H. Fuller, of 
Pittsburg, then appeared with her mail 
at the window of the fourth story. It 
seemed an age before the ladder was low- 
ered. Firemen ran Up, and with great 
difficulty’ brought down Mrs. Fuller and 
her maid. -Just as she was gotten out of 
the window, a middle-aged woman appear- 
ed at a window just north of that at which 
the ladder was placed. The woman, fea?- 
ing she would not be rescued, prepared 


to jump. She was Warned to keep back 


and became panic-stricken and stepped 
back into the dense smoke. A hook and 
ladder man, seeing the desperation of the 
woman, seized a scaling jaider and went 
up story after story ‘through, the blinding 
smoke. He climbed to the coping just as the 
woman reappeared. ,Seizing her by the 
waist and holding her tightly to the wall 
of the building, he erept slowly on the 
coping and passed the fainting ‘woman to 
another fireman, who had byaced himself 
to receive her. There Was a dreadful sus- 
pense as the fireman drew the woman to- 
ward him and finally had her safely on the 
ladder. A tremendous sheer went up from 
the crowd. 

Fireman John Hanna rushed through the 
smoke to the top floor and found Night 
Watchman McNicho 7 half asphyxiated. 
Hanna lowered him meang of a wire 
to the fire escape, t o stories below, and 
let himself down the s&@me wey. His hands 
were badly cut by the wire. Then Hanna 
assisted the old man down the fire escape. 

By a Scaling Ladder. 

Fireman William Kennedy rescued a 
Mrs. Brann from the fourth ‘floor of the 
hotel by means of a scaling ladder. His 
rescve was cheered by the immense crowd. 

A crippled woman was found lying 
on the floor of a room on the fourth 
floor, unable to move, and was carried 
in safety to the street. 

Agsembhlyman’ John H.: Meyer, Sheriff 
Dunn and Police Commissioners Hess, Sex- 
ton and Ab32!l all assisted in taking per- 
sons from the hotel. Captain Emil -H. 
Pate, of company], Forty-seventh United 
States volunteers,’rushed up to the fourth 
floor and rescued’ 2n old crippled man, who 
was partly aspnyxiated by the smoke and 
burned about the head, Policeman, Luke 
Miley rescued three women from the fourth 
floor and. was badly burned about the 
hands and face and his unifurm was nearly

McPherson was so badly burned that 
pee to be taken to the hospital him- 
self. 


All of these rescues and many others 
occurred within a period of aféw minutes. 
Meanwhile terrifying scenes were being 
enacted by frenzied men and women on 
almost every floor of the great building. 

How many persons are buried in the 
ruins is not known, but at least three 
or four persons were seen to jump, 
whose bodies have not been recovered. 

A young man, apparently an em- 
ployee, jumped from the roof: on the 
Forty-sixth street side of the hotel. 

Another unknown man jumped on 
the Fifth avenue side, and two more 
were seen to jump from the rear. 

Shortly after that two women jumped 
from the roof to the court yard below. It 
is known that two of these, at least, are 
dead. Eye-witnesses say that they saw 
a woman throw a child from a window and 
fall a moment later herself, just before 
the collapse of one of the walls. As yet 
no trace of these bodies has been found. 


J. Le Mott Morgan, of Birmingham, 
_ Ala., who had been watching the parade 
with a number of friends from the bal- 
cony, ran to the fourth floor and res- 
cued Mrs. Algernon Jarvis and her 
daughter Mabel. He took them to the 
balcony and thence they were taken to

McKinleys Ready for a Drive. 

Abner McKinley, brother of President 
McKinley, had four rooms on the ground 
floor of the hotel. Mrs. McKinley and her 
daughter, Mabel McKinley, occupied the 
rooms with Abner McKinley. Miss McKin- 
ley had ordered a coach for a drive at 3:30 
o'clock and was dressing for it. when the 
alarm of fire was given. She was in her 
dressing gown at the time. She saw the 
smoke, and becoming frightened, opened 
the window and was assisted out by some 


unknown man. She walked half a. block | 


and found her carriage in waiting. She 
was driven to the Hotel Buckingham, 
where she telephoned to her father, Abner 
McKinley, at his office at 3 Broad street.

Enjoys Delightful Air. 

The president, after a good night’s rest, 
arose early this morning and the ssso- 
ciated Press correspondent at 9:30 o’clock 
found him sitting alone on the front porch 
of the Hanna home finishing a cigar and 
enjoying the sunshine and deligitful at- 
mosphere of a perfect day, 

The weather was quite warm and he Gis- 
carded the high hat usually worn by him 
for a broad-brimmed straw. 

He looked better than at any time since 
he has been here, and responding to con- 
gratulations, said that he was feejing well 
and thoroughly enjoying his stay. 

“This,” said he, speaking of the weather, 
‘is the best day we have had since I have 
been here.’’ 

The drives around the coufitry were all 
pleasant and he expected to spend a day 
of his vacation about as the ttvo frevious 
days had been spent. 

About 10 o’clock Assistant Secretary Cor- 
telyou called with the mail and half an 
hour was spent in dispatching necessary 
business, including the signing of some 
army commissions.

is a very proper thing for a foreman to do. 


False Standards Applied. 


The trouble with these critics is they 
judge Thomasville and The Colonel by 


.standards that do not at all apply. They 


fail to appreciate a life wHich is in itself 
supremely self-satisfying, a life into which 
one of the journals of hysteria would no 
more fit than they themselves would fit the 
big chair in the editorial sanctum across 
from the Mitchell house, a life whose great 
charm is that it is entirely lacking of those 
disturbing elements which find expression 
in flaring headlines and hourly extras cried 
by Jeather-lunged newsboys.

CAMBON INFORMS OFFICIALS. 


French Ambassador Calls at the State 
Department with the Story. 

Washington, March 17.—The first news 
of the signature of the peace treaty by the 
queen regent of Spain was conveyed to 
Secretary Hay and the officials of the ad- 
ministration through the exclusive bulletin 
of the Associated Press. The secretary 
was naturally gratified at the action whieh

of the cortes. The action makes it possibile 
to exchange the ratifications and this eom- 
plete the treaty within the time set by the 
treaty itself as the maximum. 
col was signed August 18th last atthe 
white house by the president and Ambassa- 
dor Cambon, December th the treaty 
was signed at Paris by the commissioners. 
February 6th it was ratified by the United 
States senate, after a memorable strug- 
gle; February 10th the president gave it his 
Signature and now today, seven months 
and four days after the signing of the 
protocol, 


Official news of the action at Madrid was 
not conveyed to the state department _be-. 
fore the close of the department for. the 
day. M. Cambon called at the department 
about ten minutes to 4 o’clock and in the 
absence of Secretary Hay called upon As- 
sistant Secretary Hill. He told the latter 
that he believed the treaty had been 
Signed. It seems now. probable that to 
the ambassador will be confided the hunor 
of closing up the task which he set about 
seven months ago of. bringing two great 
nations then at war to a state of peace, 

Usually the rule is for a nation situated 
as is Spain to send a special envoy charged 
with the duty of exchanging the ratifica- 
tions. 
States government will be consulted and 
there is little doubt in view of the kindly 
regard entertained for the ambassador by 
the president that he will elect to have M. 
Cambon act for the last time as the repre- 
semtative of the Spanish government and 
make the exchange. It is presumed that 
the Spanish government is desirous to 
hasten the complete restoration of peace 
and this government is certainly equally 
anxious, so that if time can be saved by 
accepting the services of the ambassador 
hére instead of awaiting the*selection and 
coming of one from Madrid, that course is 
likely to be pursued. 

Contrary to an expectation that seemed 


to have obtained in some quarters, the sig- 


nature of the treaty today does not involve 
the immediate discharge of all the volum- 
teer soldiers. It was stated positively at 
the state department that legally the 
treaty doew not go into effect until the 
ratifications have been exchanged and it 
will further be necessary for the president 
to proclaim it before the people of the 
United States, including the soldiers, can 
know Officially that the war is over.

Palmetto, Ga., March 17.—(Special.)—A 
ead, pervading gloom fills Palmetto tonight. 
A reaction has set in and the armed citi- 
gens who were kept as patrols on the 
streets have returned to their homes. As 
the excitement and terror of the situation 
dies away the people are gradually realiz- 
ing the awfulness of the crime that fol- 
lowed in the wake of the armed mob. 

There is a quiet feeling at the same time 
that the town has been outraged, and there 
is not a citizen in the place who would not 
mhake every effort to locate the guilty par- 
ties if there was tthe least clew left to 
their identity. 

The four dead negroes were given a burial 
this afternoon. The expense of the fune- 
ral was paid by the community and the 
victims of the mob were taken off attended 
only by those of their color. 

In plain pine boxes the remains of the 
dea@ were placed and the funeral train 
consisted only of wagons furnished by the 
whites. 

The sight was a sad one as the rude 
hearses moved off in the direction of the 
little cemetery near Palmetto. Weeping 
women, mothers, wives and sisters of the 
dead followed behind with a grief that 
had not been spent. The service was sim- 
ple at the grave and was soon over, and 
the disinterested left, leaving the women 
behind. 

__.., Rumors of Trouble Tonight. 
The departure of twenty-nine men of

Small Number in Mob. 

The estimate: made in The Constitution 
as to the size of the mob is generally be- 
lieved to be correct. It is now seen, after 
the excitement has died down, that the 
room in which the negroes were confined 
could not have held more than twenty 
men at one time. 

The negroes of the community, however 
incensed they may be at the slaughter of 
four of their race, seem to feel with the 
whites that there has been enough of 
bloodshed, and they, too, have returned to 
their cottages on the outskirts. 

A Trying Situation. 

No one can be found even in Palmetto 
who will try to palliate the awfulness of 
thie crime that has been committed, It has 
no parallel in the records of the state for 
its horrible and revolting outcome, but 
it must be remembered that the people of 
the community had been terrorized and 
brought to a pitch of frenzy by the fre- 
quent incendiary fires, where they were in 
a mood to do anything. 

The three fires which have positively 
been traced to incendiary. origin, and which 
followed each other with rapidity, have 
well-nigh destroyed the best portion of the 
town. Well-to-do citizens who had lived at 
peace with the colored element and pros- 
pered in their business’ suddenly lost all 
they had; women were left homeless and 
without support. 
The negroes were insolent and insulting, 
but no one could.be found by the aroused 
community who could be held for arson. 
The situation had.come to be unbearable; 
it was intolerable; something must be 
done. 
The rest of the village which had not 
been burned was in present danger and 
the town of Fairburn was in equal dan- 
ger. as 
Nine negroes were arrested on good 
grounds and placed in Johnstone’s ware- 
bouse under guard und they were to be 
tried before the justice of the peace the 
following mopgning. . 
Payment Greater Than Dedt. 
One of the number confessed with a grin 
that he had a hand in the burning of the 
town and implicated—whether with truth 
or not—the other men incarcerated with 
him. To the people of the community the 
course of the law was slow, the guilty 
had been found and why not improvise a 
law of their own? 
Their justice, the only justice they knew 
meant death—ted déath that would in one 
awful moment pay a big debt—and it came 
without waiting with a rush of ‘infuriated 
men, a stampede ‘of Corralled negroes, a 
line of fire, piteous groans, and to the in- 
habitants of the community the debt of 
long standing was paid. 

There is'no doubt but what the people 
of Palmetto: think the shooting was in- 
excusable; that more was paid back than 
was ever given or could be given by fire, 
but there is now a feeling in the breasts 
of the best people of the town, which the 
outside world knows nothing about and 
cannot appreciate, that the little town is 
safe for some time at least from incen- 
diary fires; that the women of the place 
no longer go to sleep at night with & per~ 
vading fear that they will be waked up 
in flames and left without a home. 

Bad Negroes of the Community. 

Probably the negro element at Palmetto 
is the worst te be found anywhere in the 
State. A prominent citizen stated today 
that the town had new additions to its 
colored population every week; that out- 
lawed negroes came in from surrounding 
counties, and refusing to work, fell into 
all forms of devilment and moved about 
in gangs, which the town authoritiés could 
not control, , | 

Palmetto is naturally, under normal con- 
ditions, one of the most peaceful towns in 
the state. Never before in the history of 
the place had a negro been lynched. The 
worst element had been tolerated because 
no one desired trouble. 

Palmetto is a quiet little town with per- 
haps two hundred dwellings and a thrifty 
population. The people are made up large- 
ly, as in nearly all Georgia towns, of a 
farming element, and it is a common re- 
mark of the presiding judge of the county 
that he has very little Official business 
with the citizens of the place. The wide 
thoroughfares of Palmetto, of -which there 
are only two, wind through the town and 
undulate off into the couhtry whence they 
come, and it is hard to say when these 
thoroughfares cease to be streets and be- 
come roads, 

There is nothing in the peaceful, bucolic 
air of the village that breathes of riot or 
an armed mob on the outskirts or that 
would induce any but the. most pleasant 
feelings. 

The mob came because, in the simple rea- 
soning of the people of the community, the 
time had arrived for it to come.  Toleration 
had ceas¢d to be a virtue and it came to 
@ close all at once in fire and bloodshed.

THEY HAD VERY BAD RECORDS. 


NEGROES KILLED AT PALMETTO 
WERE OLD OFFENDERS. 


With the Exception of Tip Hudson, 
Whose Name Does Not Appear 
on the Court Books. 


Fairburn, Ga., March 17.,—(Special.)— 
Apropos of the recent killing of the ne- 
groes at Palmetto who were charged with 


burning the town. a cursory examination | 


of the criminal docket of Campbell superior 
eourt shows that four out of ni who 
were held as prisoners have from e to 
time been indicted by the grand jvries of 
this county and tried on various ¢harges, 
such as burglary, assault to murder and 
many misdemeanors. Since thefyear 18v3, 
Bud Cotton, who was instantly killed hy 
the mob, has been indicted for assault and 
battery, simple larceny, assault to mur- 
der, larceny from the house and sclling 
whisky. In some of these cases he entered 
pleas of guilty, in others he was found 
guilty, and in some he was acquitted. He 
has paid some fines and served some sen- 
ternces in the chaingang. 

John Bigby, who was dangerously wound- 
ed, Was in 1893 indicted for burglary, but 
was found not guilty by a jury. In 189 
he was indicted for misdemeanors in three 
geparate cases; he was tried and found 
guilty of selling blind tiger whisky at the 
February term of court, 1898, and fined $100 
by Judge Candler, or sentenced to serve 
twelve months in the chaingang. He guc- 
ceeded in paying the fine. : 

Clem Watts and Isam Brown have each 

been dndicted for misdemeanors, and the 
latter has served a sentence in the chain- 
gang. 
“Tip Hudson, who was killed, was rather 
an old negro, and so far as the court rec- 
ords show had never before been in any 
trouble, Bud Cotton was his son-in-law, 
which probably accounts for the old man 
being charged with helping to burn the 
town. 

The other negroes either did not live in 
the county or have not been here long 
enough to get into the criminal courts 
much. ? 

John Bigby, who is a shrewd mulatto, 
has always been considered fortunate in 
getting out of trouble, and it is now 
thought he will recover from his wounds.

Leland died in Flower hospital at 9:15 to- 
night. Her son, Charles, was the only 
relative with her when the end came, ° He 
remained at the bedside for some time af- 
ter her death took place and then walked 
quietly downstairs. There he met his fa- 
ther, who, with Warren Leland, Jr., @ 
nephew, and a friend had just come to the 
hospital. The old, man was greatly agl- 


tated. 


"Charley, my boy, how is your mother?” 
he asked, his voice thick with emotior. 

“Mother is resting quietly, father,” Te 
plied the son, who feared to tell his father 
the truth that his mother had just died. 


Mr. Leland was then taken away by his 
gon to the house of a friend. 

Saw People Leap from the Roof. 

Frederick Corbett, chief engineer of the 
Hotel Windsor, said that he with his as- 
sistant, Robert Walker, and twenty help- 
ers were in the engine rooms. He was 
made aware of the fire by the crackling of 
the flames. He rushed into the courtyard 
in the rear of the hotel. He saw flames 
and smoke coming from the windows from 
the second story up to the roof. There were 
a number of women and men coming down 
from the windows by means of ropes; 
some slid down a distance and dropped 
‘to the courtyard A number of employees 
who were on the roof jumped to the court- 
yard and, received fractures and injuries 
which he thought would cause their death. 
Mr. Corbett said that there were three 
engines and three boilers, under 100 pounds 
pressure each, at the «time. Just as soon 
as he discovered the hotel on fire he turned 
the steam into the pumps. Then he re- 
turned to the courtyard. He had no sooner 
reached the courtyard when he met War- 
ren Leland, the proprietor of the hotel, 
who told him to shut off the electric cur- 
tent. While Mr. Leland was talking with 
him several women jumped out of the win- 
dows and from the roof and lay unconscious 
in the courtyard. 

Dr. Robert Safford Newton, who was one 
of the first doctors to arrive, stated that it 
took n@arly ten minutes for him to get 
from Madison avenue through the crowd to 


_ Fifth avenue, owing to the tangle of wag- 
“ons and the mass of people gathered to see 


the parade.‘ He ‘said that many women 
and men who haditried td’ make their exit 
from the hotel by the side erifrance were 
forcea back by the treméndous crowé. 

The loss on the contents of the builling 
is almost complete. The salvage men man- 
aged to save $20,000 worth of paintings on 
the first floor of the hotel, but very little 
else was carried out. 

Many of the guests who lived at the 
Windsor lost valuable jewelry and brica- 
brae and furnishings, amqng them being F. 
F’, Flower, a nephew of ex-Governor Flow- 
er, who, among other things, lost a package 
of jewelry valued at $8,000. 

The loss on the hotel is estimated at at 
least $1,000,000, Several adjoining buildings 
were damaged considerably, but the loss 
on these is comparatively small, 

All the papers and books of the hotel are 
believed to have been saved. 

Up to midnight the ruins had not conled 
off sufficiently to allow a search for hodies. 
A big force of men is now at the ruins 
ready to make a search as soon as pogai- 
ble. It*is believed by both firemen and 
police that there are a number of bodies 
tn the ruins. The list of missing for so 
many hours after the fire was practically 
over was very large, Doubtless very many 
of the missing are comfortably housed in 
the Fifth avenue homes which were thrown 


open to the sufferers. Doubtless, also, some 


of the missing will never be found. 
Ambulanges Ran to Hospitals. 
The first ambulance call was turned in 
to Bellevue, and within a few minutes half 
a dozen hurry calls were sent in, taking 
out the entire force of ambulances and 
most of the house staff. The ambulances 
returned in an incredtbly short time, the 
driver urging his horse at full speed and 
the animal white with foam. 
Mrs. C. Simmons was carried to one of 
the wards, where her injuries, consisting 
of serious-burns about the face and breast, 


‘were dressed. 


Hardly had this ambulance been 
taken out of the way when another 
drew up-to the gates. It was in the 
lead of a racing caravan of ambulances, 
the like of which is seldom seen. 

This ambulance contained Mrs. James &. 
‘Kirk, seventy-five years of age, the widow 
of the founder of the big Chicago soap es- 
tablishment. Mrs. Kirk was carried to a 
ward, where she died within a few minutes, 
just as her daughter reached the hospital, 
whither she had come in @ cab. 

In the wake of the ambulances came a 
dogen cabs and coaches containing persons 
less grievously injured. The news of the 
disaster had spread through the hospital 
wards and the excitement was intense. 
Scores of people came to Bellevue hospital 


service to bind up the wounds of the 
injured. : 
Many of those who were brought as 


death. She was at work on the sixth floor 
when the fire broke out. She ran to. the 
stairs and found escape shut off.. At the 
elevator shaft she was met by flames. She 
then ran to a window and threw out a rope, 
which was placed there for such emergen- 
cies, and climbed down hand over hand un- 
til within forty feet of the ground.

John Connolly, one of the “unknown” to 
die soon after reaching Flower hospital, 
was the furniture man in the hotel. e 

Stephen D. Myers, of London, who was re- 
ported missing, was later found to be safe 
at the Buckingham.

History of the Windsor Hotel. 

The Windsor hotel was seven stories high 
and almost square in form, had a frontage 
of 200 feet on Fifth avenue and occupied 
the entire block between Hast Forty-sixth 
and Forty-seventh streets. The front cen- 
ter of the building was eight stories in 
height. It had also two wings, each seven 
stories in height and seventy-five feet in 
length. There were more than 600 rooms 
in the hotel. The building was chiefly of 
brick and was architecturally simple. It 
was thoroughly equipped for fighting fire 
and had pumps equal in force to six of the 
most powerful fire enginés in the city. 
It cost about $750,000 to bulld. 

The Windsor was opened in September, 
1873. For many years it was one of the 
most exclusive hotels in the city and was 


| in the height of its glory up to en years 


ago. It was the rendezvous of all the great 
Wall street operators from the days of 
Commodore Vanderbilt and Daniel Drew. 
The hotel became known as “Wall Street 
by Night’ because of the visits of the 
great financiers. President and Mrs. Mc- 
Kinley always stopped at the Windsor and 
celebrities of all kinds were its guests. 

“Mr. Leland, the proprietor of the hotel, 
took charge of the Windsor: shortly after 


‘the close of the world’s fair in Chicago. 


There was $600,000 insurance on the building 
and $75,000 on the contents, 
How the Fire Started. 

Regarding the origin of the fire, The Her- 
ald will tomorrow publish the following: 

“Join Foy, a waiter in the hotel, was 
passing through the hall on the parlor 
floor, the first above the street. He was 
making his way to @ place where he could 
catch a moment’s sight of the parade. In 
front of him walked a man patron of the 
hotel. The waiter did not know him. Pass- 
Ing thus one behind the other they had 
nearly gained the angle of the passage near 
Fifth avenue and Forty-sixth street when 
the patron drew @ match and lighted a 
cigar or cigarette. He tossed the match 
aside. It was still blazing and {ell into 
the folds of a lace curtain. In an instant 
the fabric was ablaze and the flames shot 
to surrounding draperies. 

“This, from all accounts, was the origin 
of the holocaust in which many human 


‘beings perished and others were severely 


mangled while helpless thousands looked on 
in wild horror.”

L. P. Hillyer, an intimate’ friend of hers, 
had received a letter from Mrs. Price elout 
that time and all investigation failed to 
find out anything concerning the Miss M. 
Pierce referred to in the telegraphic re- 


ports. , 

Mrs. Governor Candler was at once tele- 
Phoned and told of the fact that it sas 
supposed that her sister had been injured 
in the fire and the news came in the na- 
ture of a complete surprise and shock. 
She did not know that her sister was w th- 
in a thousand miles of New York. In fact, 
she supposed that she was at that moment 
in St. Augustine, Fla. 

On January 9th Miss Alice Genle Price, 
the daughter of Mrs. Alice W. Price, died 
at the governor’s mansion while on a visit 
to her aunt, Mrs. Governor Candler. Miss 
Price was a beautiful young girl. She was 
the only child of Mrs. Price, who was 
prostrated with grief. Soon after the 
funeral Mrs. Price went to Macon and 
spent a week with Mrs. I. P. Hillyer. 
St. Augustine. 
Two weeks ago, accompanied ‘by her negro - 
maid, she went to New York city, stopp ng 
at the Windsor, as was her wont when in 
that city. 

She did not write Mrs. Candler of her 
whereabouts, and for this reason the lat- 
ter was loath to believe that it was really 
her sister. She immediately telephoned to 
Mrs. Hillyer.in Macon, who informed her 
of the letter she had received. 

Later dispatches from New York stated 
that the lady Injured was positively Mrs. 
Alice W. Price, of Macon. That it was at 
first thought she was Miss Alice W. Price, 
but she stated, when able to answer ques- 
tions, who she was. 

When Mrs. Price went to New York she 
carried with her a maid—an octoroon, 
whose first name is Pink, but whose last 
name could not be learned last night. It ts 
possible that she is the “Miss M. Pierce’’ 
referred to in the dispatches, as she is from 
Macon and might easily be mistaken for a 
white person. 

A Constitution reporter called at the gov- 
ernor’s mansion last night. Governor Can- 
dler was in Gainesville and had not been 
telegraphed owing to the uncertainty of 
the information that had been received. 
Mrs. Candler was informed through her 
son of the truth of her sister's injury. 
She was completely prostrated with grief 
and anxiety over the uncertainty of her 
sister’s real condition. Governor Candler 
was at once telegraphed. He and Mrs. 
Candler will doubtless leave for New York

Constitution Bureau, Brown House, Ma- 
con, Ga., March 17.—Several days ago The 
Constitution stated that two receivers had 
been appointed for the First National bank 
of Cordele, one by Judge Speer, of the 
United States court at Macon, and one by 
the United States comptroller of the treas- 
ury at Washington, and that the comp- 
troller’s receiver was the first appointed, 
but Judge Speer’s receiver was the first to 
reach Cordele and take possession of the 
bank. 

Mr. I. L. Hdrris, of Macon, is Judge 
Speer’s receiver and Bank Examiner Ben- 
gwyn is the conmtroller’s receiver. Today 


was appointed as the time for the hearing ; 


before Judge Speer to determine which re- 
ceiver should serve, but the matter was 
continued until next Monday, in order to 
give the comptroller general time to have 
sent here from. Washington certain papers 
showing the time of appointment of the 
comptroller’s receiver. 

The question of priority in the rights of 
the respective receivers will be strongly 
contested. United States District Attorney 
Marion Erwin, of Macon, represents the 
comptroller, and Hall & Wimberly, of Ma- 
con, represent Receiver Harris’s side. The 
law gives the comptroller authority over 


all national bank receivers. 


Receiver Harris is in Macon today. 

It is said that the bank at Cordele is be- 
ing guarded for the safety of its effects 
pending the settlement of the receivership 
case, 

Judge Speer, renderéd an interesting de- 
cision today in. bankruptcy proceedings. J.

DEPOT AGENT KILLS 


A POSTMASTER 


Tragedy at Gleanwood, Ga., Yesterday 
Morning. 


CHANNELL SLAYS THOMPSON 


Postmaster Was Cogversing with Some 
Friends at Office 


WHEN DEPOT AGENT APPEARED ON SCENE 


With a Double-Barreled Gun—Channel 
Shoots Tnompson Down Without 
Warning Him.

Mount Vernon, Ga., March 17.—(Special.) 
W. T. Channell today, at Glenwood, five 
miles of this place, on the Georgia and 
Alabama railway, shot and killed W. H. 
Thompson at 10:50 o’clock. Thompson, who 
was postmaster at Glenwood, walked out 
of his store with the mail pouch, and was 
sitting engaged in conversation with some 
gentlemen, when Channell, who is depot 
agent, Came across from the depot with a 
double-barréled shotgun and approached 
Thompson, and before the latter could do 
or Say anything, shot him down. Thomp- 
son arose and started to run, when Chan- 
nell fired the second time. Thompson then 
fell to the ‘ground and died instantly, hav- 
ig been shot in the heart. 

When Channell fired the second time he 
made a dash for the woods, but was cap- 
tured before he had gone more than four 
hundred yards. He was held in custody 
of several citizens until the coroner arrived 
and the inquest was held. 

The verdict of the coroner's jury found 
the shooting to be willful murder. The 
sheriff and his deputy soon arrived and 
brought the prisoner to this place and put 
him in jail. The jail is old and not very 
safe, and there will be a strong guard 
placéd around it until the prisoner can be 
sent to the Savannah jail. 

While the citizens in Glenwood and com- 
munity are very much excited and incensed 
over the killing, there is no danger of mob 
violence. There have been ill feeling exist- 
ing between the parties for several months, 
but every one thought the old sores had 
healed. 

Eye-witnessSes say there was no provoca- 
tion at all for the shooting. Mr. Thomp- 
son was the son of Mr. William Thompson, 
of Spring Hill, this county, and besides be- 
ing of one of the best families of the 
county, was himself a young man of an 
enviable reputation for integrity and busi- 
ness qualifications, and had many friends 
all over the county. 

W. T. Channell has been depot agent at 
Glenwood for the past two years. The 
commitment trial will be held here tomor- 
row at 10 o’clock. 

The trouble between the two men is re- 
ported to have arisen over Channell’s wife, 
though the details are not known. 


WILL STOP THEM AT THE FORT. 


Troops Coming from Cuba Will Not 
Sail Direct to. Savannah. 
Savannah, Ga., March _ 17.—(Special.)— 
Upon being shown the report from Wash- 
ington with reference to quarantine 
against troops from Cuba, today Mayor 
Herman Myers stated emphatically that 
he would not permit any troops to be 
brought from the island to Savannah after 

April 15th. 

‘‘The policy of my administration fis,’’ he 
stated, ‘‘that no troops shall be brought to 
Savannah from Cuban ports after April 
15th. This is fifteen days before the regu- 
lar quarantine goes on, but at the next 
meeting of the sanitary board resolutions 
will be passed fixing the time of quaran- 
tining April 15th. The troops have been 
of vast benefit to Savannah, and no doubt 
the friends of the soldjers would be glad 
to have them return here. I should like 
them back myself, but the question of the 
city’s health I consider paramount to all 
things else. It is of far more importance 
than its commercial interests, for without 
a healthy city, there would be no com- 
merce. There would be no danger in bring- 
ing soldiers to Fort Pulaski and keeping 
them there while their clothing is fumi- 
gated at our quarantine station. The 
transports, however, must not come to the 
city after April 15th. That, I think, is the 
opinion of a majority of members of the 
sanitary board and of council.’

Georgia Had the Affirmative and 
North Carolina the Negative. 
Able Debate on Both Sides 
of the Memorable 
Contest.

Athens, Ga,, March 17.—(Special.)—The 
third annual] intercollegiate debate between 
the University of G:orgia and the Univer- 
sity of North -Carolina came off tonight 
at the wniversity chapel in the presence 
of a large and enthusiastic audience. 

Mr. L. A. Cothran, of Rome, officiated 
as master of ceremonies, and introduced 
the speakers. The judges of the debate 
were Hon, Porter King, of Atlanta, Hon. 
W. S. Miller, of Abbeville, S. C., and Pro- 
fessor H. W. Smith, of Rome, Ga. Ths 
untversity ,orchestra furnished excellent 
music for the occasion, 

The exercises were opened with prayer 
by Rev. Troy Beatty, after which the sub- 
ject for debate was announced as follows: 
“Resolved, That United States senators 
should be elected by direct vote of the 
people,’’ 

Mr. P. H. Doyal opened on the affirma- 
tive for the University of Georgia, re- 
viewing the motives which inspired the 
convention to adopt the indirect method of 
electing senators. He next showed that 
the reasons for electing senators indirectly 
no longer exist. He maintained that direct 
election is now essential to the carrying out 
in its completeness one of the great fun- 
damental principles of our organization of 
government; that the spheres of federal 
and state government are separate and 
each supreme in its fleld of action; that 
power and responsibility should go hand 
in hand. The present method is not only 
inconsistent with our theory of govern- 
ment, but inconsistent with itself. Direct 
election will harmonize «he fixed and fun- 
camental principles of our organization as 
embodied in our written law with the ac- 
tual workings of our system as applied 
to present creditors. The charge has al- 
ready been made in our unwritten con- 
stitution and must be fully expressed in 
sur written constitution, 

Mr. E. D. Broadhurst, of North Carolina, 
spoke on the negative of the proposition. 
He contended that the present mode of 
electing senators is in harmony with our 
scheme of representative democracy. Our 
system of government is founded upon del- 
egated power and indirect elections. The 
change to a direct system would mean a 
direct election of all officers and a federal 
election law would follow. _ The present 
mode always obtains the best, the highest 
products of politics of the state, We must 
begin deeper if we would reform the. sen- 


ate, and reform the people and politics. 
, As the people are, so will the senate be. 


The change would increase a tendency to- 
ward civilization. Direct election would 
create for us a second house of representa- 
tives. Men dépendent upon direct election 
are more easily effected by popular breezes 
than men who are sufficiently independent 
to be obedient to their own unbiased opin- 
ions. 

Mr. J. L. Tison, for the University of 
Georgia,contended t‘hat the present mode of 
\ electing senators is experimental, and does 
not meet with the demands of present con- 
ditions.. He referred to the corrupt prac- 
tices in state legislatures, and how the 
caucus meeting controls the senatorial 
eection. Election by state legislatures is 
a discouragement to the independent vote 
of the country. The legislatures of twen- 
ty-four states ‘have passed resolutions fav- 
oring a direct vote of the people in the 
election of senators. He pointed out num- 
erous dangers of the indirect method of 
voting, and maintained that the progress 
of the world is toward a complete democ- 
racy. 

Mr. T. C. Bowle closed the debate for 
North Carolina. He contended that the 
proposed change would put too much 
power in the hands of the politician, and 
that the people would be more susceptible 
to undue influenccs than the legislatures. 
He said that the proposed change would 
blot out the last vestige of state’s rights 
and would alter the very nature of the gov- 
‘ernment. He contended that the proposi- 
tion, carried to its logical conclusion, 
would result in the overturning of the 
whole plan upon which the constitution 
was based.

| LIEUTENANT BRIDGER KILLED. 


SAD ACCIDENT AT ALBANY, GA., 
YESTERDAY. 


Pistol of Popular Young Officer Drops, 
Is Discharged, Killing | 
Him. 


Albany, Ga., March 17.—(Gpecial.)—Just 
as the last companies of the Third Missis- 
sippi regiment were being mustered out 
at Camp Churchman this morning, a fatal 
accident occurred to cast a gloom over 
officers and men. 

Lieutenant D. K. Bridger, of company B, 
who was driving toward his tent in a pub- 
lic thhack, having just received his dis- 
charge, and been paid off, called to the 
driver to stop, and sprang from the 
vehicle to speak to some friends. He car- 
ried a large army revolver in the waist- 
band of his trousers, and as he sprang out 
ovér the rear wheel of the hack, the 
weapon fell toward the ground. The ham- 
mer struck the wheel and was discharged, 
the ball striking Lieutenant Bridger in the 
right side just below the waist and ranging 
up, passing through the lower part of the 
right lung. He never spoke or regained 
consciousness after receiving the wound, 
and died within a few minutes. 

Lieutenant Bridger was a young man 
about twenty-one years old, and was one 
of the most popular officers in the regi- 
ment. He was beloved both by the pri- 
vates and the officers, and his death is 
felt most keenly by them. His parents 
live in Sardis, Miss., but he enlisted at 
Greenwood, where he was employed as a 
pharmacist in a drug store before entering 
the army. His family is most prominently 
connected, and his sad death wili be a 
severe shock to that section of Mississippi 
in > sage he formerly lived. 

Since the Third Mississippi regiment has 
been stationed here Lieutenant Bridger 
has made many friemds among our citizens, 
who are much grieved at the deplorable 
accident. The remains will be shipped to 
‘Mississippi tomorrow, being accompanied 
by a suitable- escort. 

A sad fact in connection with the young 
officer’s untimely death is told by some of 
his intimate friends. Within a week, im- 
mediately after reaching home he was to 
have led to the altar a beautiful young 
girl who is a belle of Greenwood. Prepara- 
tions for the wedding had all been made, 
and the anguish of the young girl can be 
better imagined than described.

ciety. He gave his name as Charles Marne. 
He exhibited a deposit book of an Atlanta 
bank showing a sum to his credit there, 
and saying he wished to transfer his ac- 
count to the bank here, made a check on 
which the First National here gave him a 
credit and afterwards honored check on the 
amount. One of the merchants cashed a 
check for him, another sold him a suit of 
clothes and took a check for it, another 
sold him a pair of shoes on credit. The 
man skipped out ‘suddenly, leaving his 
board bill for a month, the full length of 
his stay, unpaid. The last checks he gave 
were not paid by the bank. 

A week or so went by and a letter from 
Quanah, Tex., signed J. A. Alson, ad- 
dressed to The News, asked that that pa- 
per be sent two months from the 2th of 
February. Here was the give away that 
caused *‘Marne’s’’ arrest, as his departure 
from here was the 19th, and he evidently 
wanted to see what that paper had to say 
of his doings.

It turns out that he was fixing to do the 
banks and the people of the little Texas 
town in the same manner as he had done 
them here, going under the name there of 
Cc.

Albany, Ga, March 17.—(Special.)—The 
sensational charges filed against Major 
W. D. Gibbs, of the Third Mississippi regi- 
ment, whose battalion was mustered out 
at Camp Churchman today, caused that 
officer to leave the service of the United 
States government under a cloud. 

About a week ago Major Gibbs was ar- 
rested by two c.ty police officers and spent 
a night in the city guardhouse, the charge 
against him being drunk and disorlerly 
conduct and firing his pistcl on wne of 
the main streets. Colonel Banks, com- 
manding the regiment, then refused to 
grant an honorable. discharge to Major 
Gibbs on the occasion of his muster cut, 
and the latter appealed this tecision to 
higher authority. 

On Wednesday night Major Gibbs was 
tried before a court of inquiry, composed 
of Colonel Irish, of the Thirty-fifth Michi- 
gan regiment, and two regular army of- 


ficers sent down from Augusta. Their ver- 
dict was received here today and Colonel 
Banks's course was fully sustained. Major 
Gibbs and a number of the officers of 
hig battalion then prevailed on Colonel 
Banks to telegraph the président at Thom- 


asville, praying for executive ciemency, 


and Major Gibbs was not mustered out un- 


a : to get a sip of the champagne.

The Chicago Platform. 

The Michigan democrats held their 
state convention recently, and in the 
natural course of proceedings, reaffirmed 
the Chicago platform.

Nevertheless, The New York 
Times, whose ‘editor has a dim belief 
that he thinks he is a democrat, flies 
into a rage and declares that “the dis- 
honest and vicious principles that found 
favor in the convention show clearly 
that it was not an assembly of men at- 
tached to the democratic faith.’

The 
Times thinks they cannot afford to do 
anything of the kind. It points out that 
they have “an immensely greater issue 
at stake:’’ to-wit, namely and also viz: 
“their fair and equitable representation 
in congress and the electoral college.” 

Really, this is amusing. It sounds like 
an old joke that has been dyed, cleaned 
and pressed and furbished up to look 
as good ag new at very small cost. Why 
doesn’t The Times drag out the force 
bil) and put it on parade? The force 
bill is, or was, calculated to frighten 
timid people and it gave the republi- 
cans an opportunity to air the bloody 
shirt. The south was compelled to pay 
some attention to the threat of the 
force bill. It was made at a time when 
seciional prejudice seemed ripe for such 
a performance. But the threat of The 
Times—well, is enough to excite. the 
envy of the comic press. Why have we 
no Fliegende Blaetter “in our midst” to 
do justice to this consummate stroke 
of all-unconscioug humor? 

The south will not, as The Times 
fears, “follow” the Michigan democrats; 
it will follow the lead of the national 
organization. It has already indorsed 
and affirmed the Chicago platform, not 
only because that platform represents 
the principles of the party, but be- 
cause those principles represent the 
belief of all genuine and sincere dem- 
ocrats. 

The kind of democracy advocated by 
The Times and other bolters from the 
party, is not democratic at all, but Cleve- 
landism, and Clevelandism is only an- 
other name for the most venomous 
scheme of party treachery and deceit 
that has ever been developed in our pol- 
itics.

It seems that when nine men were ar- 
rested the fear as to their safety was 
so great as to prompt the appointment 
of five able-bodied guards. These men 
took their position on behalf of the 
state to protect their prisoners. They 
were the men of all men who should 
have been on the watch. Five pairs of 
eyes were under pay to guard the ap- 
proaches, to watch the doors and see 
that no assault was made. ‘These five 
men, under the authority of the state of 
Georgia, had the right to shoot to death, 
until assailants might be piled moun- 
tain high. Yet the strange thing of it 
all is,.that while a supposedly vigilant 
guard was overpowered by assailants, 
four of the prisoners were shot dead, 
while not one of the guards received 
even a scratch; nor is it in evidence 
that a single shot was fired to protect 
the helpless lives which they had in 
charge. 

What was the guard there for? Were 
the guardsmen asleeff while on duty? 
What became of their guns while the 
assailants were shooting down their pris- 
oners? These are questions which 
should be answered, though it is hard 
to conceive what answer can be given. 
The soldier in line of battle is placed 
there to receive the bullet in his breast 
if it should come that way. The police- 
man on his beat stands to his task of 
duty even though it brings him death. 
Here on the streets of Atlanta brave 
men in the very face of death have done 
their duty rather than avert it. The 
Palmetto guardsmen were employed spe- 
cifically to defend the nine prisoners in 
their charge from assault, and it was 
their duty to have done this, even 
though it had cost the last one of them 
their lives. ay Pet

But as it. was, hig sterling honesty, his 
true conception of newspaper excellence 
and the tone which he injected into it, 
won for him in publishing circles that 
general esteem and appreciation which 
will be felt fn a wider sense now that 
his life has come to a close. 


Protecting the Children. 

During the temporary absence from 
Kentucky of Governor Bradley his place 
is being filled by Acting Governor 
Worthington. 

Governor Worthington has just had 
before hima petition for the pardon of 
a child convicted of crime. Owing to 
that strange omission, caused either by 
stupidity or want of humanity, the state 
of Kentucky, like many others in the 
union, has made no provision for the 
care of her vagrant children. The har- 
dened criminal of forty and the half- 
scared, wholly uneducated child of ten 
stand upon the same platform when ar- 
raigned in a court of justice for some 
crime. The innocence, the ignorance, 
the youthfulness of the child count for 
nothing as against the deliberation, the 
malicious intention of the matured crim- 
inal. Under the same section of the code 
both are rushed into the vicious purlieus 
of the penitentiary, the one to revel 
among his compeers who pride them- 
selves upon a lifelong defiance of law, 
and the other to learn the lesson which 
will be deeply seared into his soul, of 
the utter depths of criminality. 

In his indorsement on the pardon pe- 
titioned for, Governor Worthington 


wrote: 


The petitioner in this case is a mere child, 
and not a very precocious one at that, and. 
in my humble opinion, utterly incapable of 
appreciating the enormity of the crime with 
‘which he is charged. It would be a most 
flagrant and palpable violation of both the 
moral and civil law to consign a mere child 
for a period of two years to the association 
and influence of the most hardened crimi- 
nals. Every moral germ that a beneficent 
Creator could place in ‘his youthful breast 
would be blighted and paralyzed, and it 
would ‘be little short of moral murder. 
And should I, having the power to deliver 
him from this immoral and contaminating 
pesthouse, refuse to do so for fear of public 
censure, I would deem myself a moral 
coward, and a just God would spurn me 
from the footstool of mercy when I asked 
for that mercy which I refused to this er- 
ring child. : 

So long as the power remains in my hands 
and the great commonwealth of Kentucky, 
with her boasted civilization, millions of 
wealth and Christian influence, fails to pro- 
vide a more guvitable reformatory for her 
youthful, ignorant, offending children than 
this den of iniquity, I shall turn them out 
as fast as they may be sent there. 

There is not a thinking man or wo- 
man in the country but who will in- 
-dorse every word spoken by this humane 
executive. The ignorant, the youthful, 
the vicious and the criminal will al- 
ways be equally charges of the states. It 
is the merest bungling of authority for 
state legislatures to bunch al] these ele- 
ments together within the school of 
crime. Youth should be separated from 
age; sex from sex; ignorance from in- 
tention, and the state, while punishing 
those whose premeditation calls for it, 
should be at equal pains to elevate and 
rescue those who may be fit subjects for 
such consideration. 

As has been intimated, the cry of 
economy is of no avail. On the 
same plea that the youthful cannot 
be separated and placed in reformatories, 
but must go to the penitentiary equally 
with hardened criminals, we might gbol- 
ish our insane asylums and send the 
lunatics to the penitentiary as well. 
There would be, it is true, a little sav- 
ing of a few salaries in such a case as 
this, and that is all the saving which is 
made by the refusal to establish proper 
reformatories, leaving out of question 
the great gain and the great duty of the 
state in saving the youthful from the 
meshes of crime. 

If other governorg would but-exercise 
the prerogative of pardon in a similar 
way as to that under consideration, pen- 
ny wise legislators would soon be com- 
pelled to pay a little more attention to 
that real legislation which looks toward 
the caretaking of the people, and less to 
making skyrocket records upon which 
to run for a higher office the next time.

WHEN CONVICT TROOPS 
SERVED GEORGIA 


Some time ago a reminiscent mood led me 
to glance over some of our state archives, 


statement that during the war a company 
of convicts served the state and made a 
creditable record. es 

I looked into the matter and found the 


material for an interesting story. 


When Sherman's legions were advancing 
upon Milledgeville the legislature precipi- 
tately adjourned and fied in every. direction. 

it. Was impossible to transport thé prop- 
erty of the state, and the authorities did 
not know what to do with the convicts. 

Governor Brown, with his strong com- 
mon sense, golved one of his problems by 
Visiting the penitentiary and offering a 
conditional pardon to the prisoners if they 


would fight for their country. 


The offer was accepted and the convicts 
organized a company under the captaincy 
of the notorious Dr. Roberts. 

The company had to serve under General 
Wayne, and that commander made it a 
ae to watch his new recruits very close- 
y. 

But who was Dr. Roberts? 

Judge Robert L. Rodgers, who has made 
fame as a ponfederate historian, gave me 
an interesting talk about him the other 
day. 

According to the judge's recollection and 
information, Roberts was a highwayman. 
He was the terror-of north Georgia, and at 
the point of his pistol held up people in 
their houses and travelers on the road 
when they were supposed to have any 
money in their possession. 

For several years Roberts controlled the 
roads of his section, and the honest coun- 
try people shuddered around their firesides 
when they heard his name, 

I can’t find out whether he shed human 


‘blood in his warfare against society, but 


he was’ regarded as such a terrible public 
enemy that there was a general feeling of 
relief when he was sentenced to a long term 
in the penitentiary. ) 

Naturally, this man became a leader 
among the convicts, and when Governor 
Brown made his offer, the prisoners organ- 
ized the Roberts Guards and made the 
highwayman their captain. 

The convicts marched out of prison and 
reported for duty to General Henry C. 
Wayne. 

After this Roberts and his men had their 
share of hot fighting. They were not en- 
gaged in any notable battles, but all the 
way from Milledgeville to Savannah they 
fought in many an exciting skirmish, and 
more than once they drove Sherman’s men 
before them. 

In his report to Governor Brown Gen- 
eral Wayne said: ‘‘The Roberts Guards, 
convicts, generally behaved themselves 
well. Their captain, Roberts, is a brave 
and daring man. I recommend them for 
the full pardon conditionally promised.” 

Wheh they returned to Milledgeville 
Roberts and his men received thirty days’ 
furloughs. About a haif dozen of them 
deserted, but the others made good records 
as soldiers. 

“What became of. Roberts?’ I asked 
Judge Rodgers. 

“Tt don’t know,’ he replied. “I think that 
he and his followers went to other sections 
of the country, where they were unknown, 
and where they could lead new lives.’ 

Judge Rodgers was one of the Georgia 
cadets, under the command of Major F. 
W. Capers, and, as they were under Gen- 
eral Wayne, it was easy for him to see 
Roberts and his convict troops every dey. 

In his report to Governor Brown, Wayne 
spoke in the highest terms of these young 
cadets, saying that they entered a Dattle 
as cheerfully as they did a ballroom, 

Among the cadets who are now living 
in Atlanta are R. L. Rodgers, L. J. Hill, 
A. W. Hill, Julius L. Brown, Malcolm 
Johnston, L. L. McCleskey, A; J. Shrop- 
shire, John M. Green, George Hi. Holli- 
day, H. H. Cabaniss and W. H. Harring- 
ton. 

It was a gallant band of youngsters, and 
many of them, living and dead, have made 
famous names in history. 

This incidental mention of the cadets, 
however, is simply made in order to show 
that some of them were situated where 
they could watch the conduct of Captain 
Roberts and his fellow convicts. 

It is not likely that the high-spirited ca- 


dets had any respect for the jailbirds who 


were fighting on their side, but these boys 
understood the nature of what was calied 
military necessity and they were not dis- 
posed to make thihgs unpleasant for the 
Roberts Guards. 

This story would be more satisfactory 
if I could follow the fortunes of our «n- 
vict troopers after the war. For many 
reasons this is impossible. Possibly Rob- 
erts went to the far west, and changing 
his name, gratified his predatory instincts 
very respectably in the business world. 
His followers, likewise, may have settled 
down as law-abiding citizens in other 
states, : 

There is fo telling, and we cannot expect 
these béeclouded patriots to emerge from 
their obscurity to gratify our curiosity. 


Perhaps some of these convicts were 
genuine patriots. 

A few may have been innocent men, oar 
prisoners guilty of only technical viola- 
tions of law. 

Roberts, of course, was a dangerous 
criminal when he was convicted, but his 
sojourn in the penitentiary possibly re- 
formed him. At any rate, he showed such 
soldierly qualities at the point of the bavo- 
net that he won the respect of many who 
had at one time despised him. 

Under more favorabie conditions, and 
with proper training, this highwayman, 
convict and soldier might have maiec a 
very useful citizen. He had some of the 
elements of leadership, as was shown by 
the action of the convicts in electing him 
captain, and also by General Wayne's com- 
plimentary mention of him in an official 
report.

Cienfuegos, Cuba, March 4.—An Amer~ 
lean sight-seer in Cienfuegos can find 
plenty of novelties to interest his eyes and 
exhaust his kodak films. The city is not 
very old, having been settled only in 1920, 
and is built so much after American plans 
and in European styles that it has few 
accentuations either of antiquity or archi- 
tecture for the professional glote-trotter, 
But the ordinary American tourist will find 
himself interested and amused a hundree 
times as he paces the Plaga, threads tne 
streets and wanders among the outskirts” 
of the town. 

For the present I will take it that we 
American soldiers are simple sight-seers, 
} also, and through our eyes give the reader 
(some notion of things that may be daily 
encountered as we go about the city doing 
far more serious duty than satisfying our 
curiosity.

first observations you will 
make, perhaps, will be of the Cuban 
“cockroach ponies,’ as the American boys 
call them. They are omnipresent on the 
streets. The habit of the Cuban is to walk 
as little as he may and so one of his first 
ambitions is to own one of the little, 
weasley breed of native ponies. These are 
not twin brothers to the suimall,_ sleek, 
shaggy Shetlands, but are an indigenous 
product—the reductio ad absurdum almost 
of some system of cross-breeding, or inter- 
breeding, that has ended in a stock of 
horse-flesh, small and short as to propor- 
tions, burden-bearing to an astounding 
extent, sure-foote@ as a Rocky mountain 
goat and having a mincing, single-foot 
gait that sends them along five miles an 
hour for ten hours a day and for weeks in 
succession, if you Insist. Their motion re- 
sembles that of a cockroach — sprinting 
across a floor so much more than anything 
else you ever saw in action that the 
sobriquet “‘cockroach pony” describes them 
absolutely. The average price of these 
ponies among the Cubans !s from $15 to $40, 
but to an American they are marked up to 
anywhere from $75 to $10. Some exception- 
ally handsome and trained specimens can- 
not be bought for less than $3090, 
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If you see a Cienfuegos funeral proces- 
sion you will look at‘it with considerable 
curiosity. In front goes the hearse, which 
is not unlike our American examples and 
is fairly pretentious in- style. The floral 
tributes, if there be any, are hung around 
the outside of the hearse. The coffin with 
the corpse is inside and the cover of the 
coffin is not fastened down. This is not 
a precaution taken to give the corpse a 
chance to escape, if he happens not to be 
dead, but is because the coffin is usually 
rented for the oceasion. When they get 
to the cemetery they take the body out, 
shove it into one of the wall-ovens, or 
pigecn-hole graves, that is also leased for 
a term of months or years, or dump it Into 
an earth grave, without coffin or box. 

The hearse is followed by more or less 
of a procession of cabs, while the male 
relatives and friends of the deceased march 
afoot on the sidewalk. Thd¢y always walk 
to the cemetery and the carriages are to 
ride back in after the obsequies are over 
and business must be looked to again. 
There are no women or children in the 
procession. These remain at the house and 
the men attend the burial. Sad and dis- 
tressing scenes at the grave are avoided 
by the Cubans. Most frequently, nowa- 
days, thé services of a priest are also 
dispensed with, either because the people 
are at outs with the pro-Spanish clergy or 
the charges ef the holy men for their as- 
sistance are too dear.

PROPERTY OWNERS ARE REASONABLE 


Some of Them Say That the Pro- 
posed Improvements Will Bene- 
fit Their Property and They 
Will Not Ciaim Any 
Damages.

The city and the railroads have reached 
a point where they must compromise be- 
fore the new passenger station matter pro- 


gresses. 

The city and the roads differ, but if 
each side will. yield a little they can get 
together. 

As has been foreseen from the start, the 
question of depressing Whitehall street 
at the railroad crossing is one of much 
concern to both sides. The city does not 
wish to make a deep cut there, and the 
roads say that they cannot elevate their 
tracks more than six feet above the present 
street level. 

The city is opposed tp cutting Whitehall 
down more than five feet, and at the same 
time insists on a clearance eleven ‘feet un- 
der the tracks. 

The roads say that 1 per cent grade is 
all they can operate approaching the sta- 
tion. That is fifty-two feet in a mile. 
Again, the Central and the Western and 
Atlantic do not want to begin elevating 
their tracks west of Forsyth street bridge. 

If the elevation begins at the west side 
of Forsyth street and is projected east 
on @1 per cent grade, it will be about five 
feet above the present level of Whitenall 
when it reaches that crossing. The en- 
@ineers differ somewhat on that point; but 
it is easily calculated and can be definitely 
ascertained. 

All this wag gone over at yesterday’s 
conference between the railroad commit- 
tee and the committee representing the 
city council. The meeting was held in 
Mayor Woodward's office. The members of 
council present were Messrs. Burns, chair- 
man; Frank Rice, Mayson, LaHatte and 
Thomson. The roads were represented by 
President George C. Smith, of the Atlanta 
and West Point, and Mr. J. 8. B. Thomp- 
son, of the Southern. Mr. Harman, of the 
Western and Atlantic, could not attend. 

Captain Clayton, the city engineer, and 
Judge Anderson were also there in the 
city’s interest. 


Mr. George C. Smith Talks. 

The conference was informal. Mr. Smith 
had some drawings which were shown sim- 
ply as an illustration of the grades and 
crossings. He said that he had not been 
empowered to consider any grade more 
than 1 per cent or which started west of 
Forsyth street bridge. He explained the 
position of the roads and when asked if he 
thought the station could be built if the 
city and the roads agreed about the cross- 
_ ings, he replied that he believed it weuld 
be built, provided the state would make 
reasonable terms. The roads would not in- 
vest $450,000 in a building which would 
fevert to the state in twent¥-one years. 
Mayor Woodward and others remarked that 
no one else would and they did not blame 
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the roads for wanting an extension «f the 
lease of the terminal here. 

Mr. Smith was asked about the probable 
plans which the roads would follow in 
erecting a station and he said that no set 
of plans had been accepted and it was 
impossible to tell which plans would be 
used. The roads would desire to use 45 
much space as possible. It was a question 
with him about the space. In twenty years 
it might be that the roads would again 
find themselves cramped even in @ new 
station. 

Mayor Woodward ‘nquired what the ef- 
fect would be of an enforcement of the 
existing ordinance prohibiting switching of 
freight trains through the heart of the 
city during the day and Mr. Smith an- 
swered that it would vause such a delay 
to a large amount of freight that it could 
not move by Atlanta at all, but would 
have to take some other route. The effect 
would be injurious to the city’s interests, 
anda particularly to some of the roads which 
have no belt line. He said that ‘ils com- 
peny hoped to be permitted to build a belt 
line and relieve the congestion existing in 
the heart of the city. He could not say 
whether the Central ana the Western and 
Atlantic would consent to begin elevating 
the tracks west of Forsyth street bridge. 

Mr. Burns suggested that the Western 
and Atlantic might change its passenger 
track io the south, come round by the 
gas house and get up on a grade as high 
as the Central’s tracks and in this way 
not interfere with its own freight yard 

The membersa of council were of the 
opinion that the roads woul? consent to 
start west of the bridge, say ifty feet, 
and inerease their grade possibly one-tenth 
of 1 per cent so as not to require such a 
deep cut at Whitehall. 

If Whitehall was cut down five feet at 
the crossing and a 1 per cent grade was 
started eleven feet above and run west- 
ward, it would strike the Central's tracks 
sixty feet west of the’ bridge. 

The railway men were of the opinion 
that the roads would share the expense of 
changing the street grades with the city, 
but they would want the city to assume 
responsibility for damages caused by cut- 
ting down the streets, if claims for Gam- 
ages should be made. 


Citizens Should Make Some Concession 

Mr. Green Dodd, who was preset ss a 
property owner, said that personally he 
felt that the citizens ought to make some 
concessions. He would not make any claim 
for damages if the grade of Pryor street 
had to be cut down two or three feet. He 
thought it would be a good idea to open a 
street from Pryor to Whitehall, and said 
that it was his opinion that the change 
would be a great benefit to property.’ The 
Alabama street buiidings could then have 
two fronts. The new street would unques- 


tinnably be much traveled and the stores. 


opening on it would cent for more money 
than they pay now. 

No definite conclusion was reached, but 
the council committee will probably inv‘te 
owners of property abutting on the 2ail- 
roatt and on Pryor, Whitehall ana Loyd 
near the crossings to a conference. Sev- 
eral large property owners have stated 
that they will not claim damages because 
they believe that a new station with the 
proposed changes would benefit rather than 
injure them. 

It looks very encouraging for an under- 
standing to be reached between the city 
and the roads. The difference is not sO 
great but that by some concessiuns on each 
side an agreement may be reached,

HEIRS SUB TO RECOVER $18,000 


Roscoe Ryan’s Heirs, of Memphis, 
Bring Suit Against Executor. « 


CLAIM IS TRYING TO DEFRAUD 


It Is Said He Filed a Mortgage for 
$51,300 Without Receiving There- 
for a Sufficient Consideration. 


Suit was filed tn the clerk’s office yes- 
terday by the heirs of the late Moscoe 
Ryan, who died in 1885 in Memphis, Tenn., 
to recover $18,000 which the heirs claim 
is due them by the executor of fhe estate, 
Frank T. Ryan, of this city. 

The plaintiffs to the suit are: C. Roscoe 
Ryan, Lewis W. Ryan and William H. 
Ryan. The defenants are Frank T. Ryan, 
Sr.. Mrs. H. A. Kirkpatrick and Annie 
Louise Ryan, as trustee for Frank MT. 
Ryan, Jr., and Annie Louise Ryan and 
Frank T. Ryan, Jr., individually. 


It is alleged in the bill that Roscoe Ryan 


died many years ago, leaving an estate 
worth about $225,000 besides the bank ac- 
count and some other assets. He left a 
provision whereby Frank T. Ryan, of 
this city, should be his executor. The af- 
fairs of the deceased were turned over to 
the executor. He began the administra- 
tion of them and it is alleged that he failed 
to give over a part of the money which 
the heirs claimed was due them. Instead 
he gave a note for $18,000 at 6 per cent 
interest. 

This note fell due and was not pad. In 
the meantime, it is alleged, Frank T.. Ryan 
gave a mortgage to Mrs. H..A. Kirkpat- 
rick for $51,300, which covered nearly all 
the property Frank T. Ryan then had. 
It is claimed that he also gave in trust 
some of his other property. It is alleged 
that this mortgage and deed were given 
with the purpose of hindering and defraud- 
ing the heirs of Roscoe Ryan. 

It ds further alleged that the mortgage 
and deed given were void, as there was 
not a considerable and sufficient considéra- 
tion.

The committee of eleven appointed by 
President W. Woods White, of the Atlanta 
Festival Association, to act upon various 
matters relating to the Theodore Thomas 
concert, which will be given in Atlanta on 
April 17th, 18th and 19th, met in the rooms 
of the Atlanta Business Men’s League yes- 
terday morning at 12 o’clock. 

One of the promary objects in appointing 
the committee was the formation of a per- 
manent musical organization in Atlanta,

This feature. however, was not discussed 
at the meeting yesterday, the dtails of the 
Thomas concerts occupying the committee 
exclusively. 

The first business before the committe 
was the appointment of three sub-commit-

=e to the coming of the celebrated musi- 
cian. ¢ 

Following are the committees: 

Committee on transportation, T. H. Mar- 
tin and J. E. Maddox: committee on audit- 
ing, Joseph Jacobs, J. F. Burke and H. H. 
Cabaniss; committee on admissions, W. L. 
Peel, T. J. Kelly, H.- B. Mareins, J. F. 
Burke and Oscar Pappenheimer. 

After the appointment of these commit- 
tees the committee discussed the privileges 
that should be extended the guarantors of 
the concert fund. Some of the members 
thought that each of the thirty-six guaran- 
tors should be allowed a rebate on their 
tickets, and a pro rata proportion of the 
profits of the concerts, if there should be 
any. This question was discussed at some 
length, but no definite decision was reached, 
and it was temporarily held in abeyance, 

The price of admission was then discussed. 
It was finally decided to charge $1.50 for 
the seats in the first five rows of the par- 
quet, and $1.25 for all other seats down- 
stairs. The balcony seats will sell for $1 
and $1.25, according to lovation, while 50 
cents will be the general price of all gal- 
lery seats The boxes will Le auctioned off 
to the highest bidder at the)}rooms ofthe 
Business League; the exact date of the auc- 
tion to be determined later. 

No further business came up and 
the committee adjourned to meet again to- 
day at 12 o’clock, when other matters will 
be discussed. 

Every indication points ro large crowds 
coming to Atlanta to attend the concerts 
and the committees on transportation and 
admission will get in communication at once 
with out-of-town parties who intend at- 
tending the concerts, with a view to mak- 
ing up special] parties. In a few days all 
details of the concerts will be definitely ar- 
ranged and the work of systematic adver- 
tising begun.

Conference at City Hall Yesterday Afternoon Developed Some Inter |

OLD ORGANIZATION TO STILL REMAIN 


In Case the City Should Fail To Make 
Appropriations, Directors Want 
Equivalent of Their Gift To 
Revert to Them—City’s 

|. Position. 


The conference between the committee 
from the Young Men’s library and the 
finance committee of the city council at the 
city haH yesterday afternoon proved one 
more step toward securing one of the most 
magnificent free circulating libraries in the 
south for Atlanta. The city and library offi- 
cials are going to agree on a consolidation 
of interests that will result in great bene- 
fit to the people of this city. 

While no definite agreement was reached 
yesterday afternoon, yet enough was said 
to evidence the willingness on the part of 
the library to donate all its property on 
reasonable terms to the city for library pur- 
poses, and that the city is determined to 
institute, with the aid of Mr. Carnegie’s 
gift of $100,000, a library that will not only 
be a credit to the man who gave so much 
for it, but to the people of this day who 
accepted the gift and will carry it to such 
a successful materialization. 

The library was represented at the con- 
ference by President E. M. Mitchell, F. J. 
Paxon, J. R. Nutting, Robert Alston and 
W. M. Kelley. The city was represented 
by Mayor Woodward and the finance com- 
mittee, consisting of the ,following mem- 
bers: Messrs. Turner, Rice, Pope, Mayson, 
Thomson, Hammond and Maddox. City At- 
tcrney Anderson was also present. The con- 
ference lasted for about two ‘hours, when it 
was decided that the representatives of the 
library should submit a formal proposition 
to the finance committee at 4 o’clock this 
afternoon when another’ meeting will be 


‘held. 


What the Library Wants. 

The representatives of the Young Men's 
Library Association made only two require- 
ments for their gift of property yesterday 
afternoon. The first was that the board of 
directors of the new institution should con- 
sist of nine members, four from the city, 
four from the Young Men’s Library, with 
W. M. Kelley, the ninth, to represent Mr. 
Carnegie. It was agreed by the library rep- 
resentatives that the library association 
should only nominate its directors, and 
that the city council should elect them, 
the council, of course, having the right to 
turn down any objectionable nominees. 

The second requirement was that in case 
the city should at any future date refuse 
to appropriate the $5,000 annually for the 
maintenance of the institution, the equive- 
tant value of the property donated by the 
Young Men’s Library should revert to that 
institution, the organization of which was 
to still be kept intact. 3 

Certain members of the finance committee 
did not take very kindly to the proposi- 
tion concerning the board of directors. One 
reason against it was that the library 
would have a greater representation than 
the city, Mr. Kelly now being a director of 
the former. Mayor Woodward and Alder- 
man Rice thought the city should have 
the majority on the board, in that the in- 
stitution was to be owned and controlled 
by the city, according to the requirement 
of the gift of Mr. Carnegie. 

Mr. Rice finally proposed that the city 
appoint four directors, the Young Men’s 
library four, that four citizens at large be 
elected by the council] and that the mayor 
and chairman of the finance committee be 
ex-officio members of the board with equai 
powers of other members. The library rep- 
resentatives took kindly to this suggestion, 
and it is probable their written proposition 
to be presented this afternoon will contain 
something similar to this suggestion. 

City Is in Good Faith. 

The members of the finance committee 
did not heed with much importance the 
suggestion that the city would not keep 
up its annual appropriation for the main- 
tenance of the institution as suggested in 
the second proposition of the library repre- 
sentatives. It was the unanimous opinion 
of the financiers that there would be ab- 
solutely no trouble along ‘this line—that 
future councils would make the appropria- 
tions just as past councils have for years 
appropriated money to the hospital, to the 


Technological school and to the iocal mili- | 


tary, etc. 

Mayor Woodward stated there was no 
doubt in his mind that the promise made 
by the city would be carried out to the 
letter. In view of the fact, however, that 
there is a law prohibiting one council from 
binding a future council, the Mbrary repre- 
sentatives made that provision in order to 
be on the safe side. It is probable they 
will not insist on this feature, however, as 
all personally believe that there will be no 
trouble along this line. When the city of

Atlanta makes a promise she keeps it. 
Moreover, there will doubtless be a bill pre- 
sented at the next session of the legisla- 
ture requiring the city to make an annual 
appropriation af $5,000 for the library. That 
will settle the legal difficulty. 

The requirements made by the library 
representatives yesterday afternoon is not 
final. After having heard the discussion, 
and the attitude of the city on the matter, 
the directors may make a few changes be- 
fore this afternoon. When seen last night 
several of the committeemen stated it was 
impossible to forecast at that state of the 
proceedings in what way, if any, today’s 
proposition would differ from that of yes- 
terday. 

The library committee made it very plain 
yesterday that whatever was agree® on 
would have.to be gubmitted to a vote of 
the members of the library association. In 
order to s®oure a full and favorable vote 
of the membership, the committeemen 
stated they were anxious to go to their 
constituents with as favorable a deal as 
possible. 


There Will Be No Back Step. 

The position to be assumed in the new 
library movement is very clear from yes- 
terday’s meeting. Mayor Woodward made a 
speech at the beginning of the conference 
which gives the situation in a nutshell. He 
stated that while the city would be glad 
to have the co-operation of the Young 
Men’s Library Association, and would ap- 
preciate the gift of its property, yet that 
this wag not essential to the erection of the 
new institution, which, he gaid, would be 
built whether the Young Men’s Library de- 
cided to aid or not. He laid stress on the 
fact that the Carnegie gift was made to 
the city, that the city ‘had accepted it, and 
that the city would furnish a site itself, in 


to do so. . 

Moreover, the representatives of the libra- 
ry association were given to understand 
that the city would rule the new library. 
The present library will, of course, be 
given just fepresentation, but the city 
would be the chief executor. 

The main proposition will be settled at 
the meeting this afternoon, and it is prob- 
able the question of a site, building, etc., 
will be referred to a sub-committee consist- 
ing of councilmen and Hbrary committee- 
men. There is no doubt that a harmonious 
agreement will be reached from the pres- 
ent outlook.

Mr. Mayson then nominated Howlett Joy- 
ner, Messrs. Rice and Mayson were the 
only ones voting for Mr, Joyner, though, 
and Mr. Collier’s election was made 
unanimous. 

Prior to the election Chairman Turner 
read a communication from City Tax Col- 
lector Ed Payne calling attention to the 
statute requiring the street improyement 
collector to work in the tax collector’s 
office while not required at his special du- 
ties.

A report has been persistently in circula- 
tion all day to the effect that the Williams 
faction has sworn vengeance for the killing 
‘of young John Williams, and has named

One hundred and fifty policemen, heavily 
armed, have patrolled the streets all day, 
and ‘with the excitement at its present 
heat, one pistol shot would be enough to 
precipitate another riot which, in the opin- 
ian of those well posted on conditions ex- 
isting -here, would overshadow in results 
the awful tragedy of yesterday afternoon. 

No More Rioting Shall Occur. 

The better element of the citizens, how- 
ever, are very determined that no more 
rioting shall occur and they are well pre- 
pared for any emergency. Governor Jones 
was here today and this presence had a good 
effect. The members of the legislature from 
this city came over from Little Rock this 
afternoon at the urgent solicitation of cit- 
izens who felt that their influence and pres- 
ence here was imperatively demanded at 
this crisis. 

It is estimated that there were fully 10,000 
visitors here when the riot occurred yester- 
day afternoon. Thousands were out on the 
street and many witnessed the tragedy, 
while a multitude thronged the streets as 
soon as the shooting ceased. They rushed 
pell-mell back and forth through the 
streets, many appearing frightened out of 
their wits. Hundreds began packing their 
trunks; other rushed to ticket offices, hotel 
bills were hastily settled and others rushed 
about the streets hunting express wagons 
to remove their baggage to the railroad sta- 
tiom A large number have gone away to- 
day. 

From the best information obtainable, it 
appears that the riot unquestionably grew 
out of politics. While the bloody affair was 
the outgrowth of this factional political 
fight, it seems that the actual killing was 
the result of a misunderstanding. 

Followed a Bloodless Combat. 

A bloodless combat had just previously 
occurred between Sheriff Williams and Tom 
Gossleée, but they had declared a truce and 
that trowble was thought to be settled. But 
the bad blood stirred up by the political 
contest- was still existent and when the 
opposing forces clashed, even though it 
was the result of a misunderstanding, the 
battle was to the death. It is claimed that 
the shot which resulted in James Hart's 
death was fired by Sheriff Willams. 

It was when young Williams and Ed 
Spears encountered Hinkle in front of the 
beer depot ‘that the terrible riot which re- 
sylted in the death of five of the partici- 
pants began. ¢ 

Prosecuting Attorney D. M. Cloud swore 
out warrants for the arrest of Sheriff Wil- 
lams, Dave Young,—Coffey Williams, Ed 
Spears and William and Samuel Watt,, 
cherging them all with murder in the first 
degree. Sheriff Williams, hearing that a 
Warrant was out for him, sent word to the 
coroner that he would submit to arrest and 
being placed under guard and that he was 
ready to furnish bond in any sum that 
might be named. All the parties named in 
the warrants were placed in charge of offi- 
cers. 

The bodies of all the dead men are at 
Gross’s undertaking establishment. Tihe cor- 
oner’s jury convened at 12:30 today. It is 
expected that the investigation wiil con- 
sume four or five days.

New Orleans, March 17.—Secretary Hes- 
ter’s statement of the world’s visible sup- 
ply of cotton, made up from special cable 
and telegraphic advices, compares the fig- 
ures of this week with last week, last year 
and in 1895, the latter the 9,901,000 crop 
year. It shows a decrease for the week 
just closed of 221,015 bales, against a de- 
crease of 113,116 last year and a decrease 
of 80,835 in 1895. 

The total visible is 4,367,684, against 4,588,- 
663 last. week, 4,170,278 last year and 4,620,- 
393 in 1895. Of this the total of American 
cotton is 4,046,648, against 4,238,663 last 
week, 3,889,178 last year and 4,302,193 in 
1895, and of all other kinds, including 
Egypt, Brazil, India, etc., 321,000, against 
349,000 last week, 281,000 last year and 318,- 
200 in 1895.

IRON IS STILL ADVANCING 
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Demand for Cotton Goods Strong—Cot- 


ton, Wheat and Wool Are Weaker 
and Lower. 


New York, March 17.—R. G. Dun & Co.'s 
weekly review of trade will say tomorrow: 

In business, this year cannot be compared’ 
with any other. It can be said that pay- 
ments through the principal clearing 
houses for the past week have been 57.4 
per cent greater than in 1892 and 45.9 per 
cent greater than 1898, but that exagger- 
ates the grain in some branches of busi- 
ness, while in others it falls far short of 
the grain. Thus the February exports of 
manufactured products have apout doubled 
since 1892. Omitting New York clearings, 
where speculation in stocks is most active 
payments through tae other principal 
clearing houses for tne same week show 
increase of 87.6 per cent over 1892 and 27.1 
per cent over last year. But without re- 
gard to such detaiis all realize- that the 
volume of business in all branches is the 
greatest ever known, 

“The national prosperity rests on more 
solid foundations. The exports of bread 
stuffs, provisions, cotton and oil in Febru- 
ary showed a decrease of $6,000,000, but 
other exports, mainly manufactured, were 
$36,406,943, in value, against $31,275,396 last 
year, and were sufficiently large to cover 
6 per cent of the entire imports. The 
merchandise exports exceeded imports for 
the month $33,624,117, the gold supply in- 
creasing, and there appears no occasion 
for monetary disturbance. The treasury 
recorded its tirst payment of the $59,000,0u0 
for the Central Pacific railroad, having 
previously received the same amount for 
the Union Pacific and over $6,000,000 for the 
Kansas Pacific. 

“Swiftly rising quotations for iron and 
its products would mislead if it were not 
kept in mind that more than nine-tenths 
of iron manufacturing capacity is engaged, 
and wll be until July, or later, in the ex- 
ecutio of orders taken months ago at low 
prices. lf a million tons of products go 
out this month 900,000 at such prices as 
$18 to $20 for steel rails, at which the en- 
tire output of the Illinois Steel Company 
for this year was sold some time-ago, it 
hardly indicates the true character of the 
iron business, but less than 100,000 tons are 
going out at such prices as $26 to.$28 per 
ton for steel rails for small lots this.week. 
Belated buyers now have to pay fancy 
prices to get orders accepted at all. With- 
drawal or postponement of business be- 
cause of high prices begins to be a signifi- 
cant feature, and much foréign business is 
evidently lost, though there are still sales 
for export 3,500 tons of pipe for South 
America and 3,000 tons for bridge material 
for Burmah. The Connellsville Coke Works, 
with an output of 167,240 tons weekly, and 
many operating Sundays to catch up with 
orders, nave advanced prices only lic. 

“Wool sales at the three chief markets 
have been only 4,035,600 pounds, of which 
2,761 were domestic, against 5,078,200 in the 
boiue Week of 1892, of which 3,507,200 were 
domestic. But prices are soft, and some 
dealers are said to have yielded as much as 
2@8c per pound because nobcdy can guess 
what effect the new cembination may have. 

Prices are largely nominal, and yet:there 
is a somewhat better demand for goods. 
Nor has the strong demand for cotton goods 
been helped by the weaker market for cot- 
ton, which has fallen to 6.37 cents, in spite 
of a volume of reports about the bad condi- 
tion of the late picked product. The price 
of goods has Leen strongly advanced and ‘is 
held, but yet depends on the price of cotton. 

“The market which has lost most is that 
which has the least statistical reason to 
lose, because no estimate of wheat in 
farmers’ hands March ist would provide 
more than about last year’s exvorts and 
domestic demand to: July 1st.. The actual 
exports, flour included, from both coasts 
during the past two weeks have been 7,956,- 
938 bushels, against 7,367,892 bushels last 
year. But such exports imply a foreign dc- 
mand which is not unlikely to exceed last 
year’s, and the corn exports are also a little 
larger than last year. The western re- 
ceipts for the week have been 3,359,000 bush- 
els. against 2.557.666 last year.

Paine, Murphy & Co.’s Cotton Letter. 


New York, March 17.—The weakness in 
the market today has been due entirely 
to the’ continued liquidation for “outsade 
interests, based upon the increase in the 
movement at the ports and interior towns. 
Those who have transferred their interests 
have bought the new crop positions, be- 
lieving they offer the best investment be- 
cause of the continued delay in farm work, 
due to rainy weather. European spinners 
have also shown a dispos:tion to buy the 
new crop at about these prices, believing 
the grade of the next crop will certainly 
be better than that of this.

These 
properties suffered because of the diversion 
of interest from them to ‘Sugar. Sugar, 
which at one time was within 2% points of 
its record figure yesterday, scored a net 
advance of 5 points. Gluecose was up 
sympathetically. The aggregate of deal- 
ings, while below that of yesterday, exceed 
750,000 shares, of which 136,000 were Sugar. 
The fact that the banks have lost over 
$9,000,000 to the sub-treasury since Friday 
led traders to expect an unfavorable bank 
statement tomorrow, and on this theory 
they sold’ stocks. Among the stocks show- 
ing strength were People’s Gas, Tennessee 
Coal and Iron, Colorado Fuel and Iron, 
Metropolitdm Street Railway, ‘Brooklyn 
Transit and Manhattan, which was quoted 
ex-dividend and ex-rights.

WHEAT DEMORALIZED 


Selling on Hard Spot Knoeked Another 
Cent Of Yesterday. 


LIVERPOOL LOST SHARPLY 


Corn Lost a Fraction and Oats Gained 
a Fraction—Provisions Closed 
5 to 22 1-2c Lower. 


Chicago, March 17.—Selling out of long 
wheat today on the hard spots kKnockea 
another cent a bushei off wheat. Corn 
also showed a loss of tec, while oats 
wound up at an improvement of %@*c. 
Provisions longs also were weakened and 
pork lost 174e@wc, lard 22%c and ribs oc. 

The demoraiized feeling in wheat, which 
was so general at the close last night, was 
again the prominent feature at the com- 
mencement of today’s business. The eariy 
news was quite as discouraging to holders 
as it was the day before, and at the open- 
ing the necessary encouragment of a re- 
vival of export demand appeared as remote 
as ever, notwithstanding yesterday’s Jc 
decline. Liverpool started with quotations 
from 1% to 1% D@i0oW CivSing Lou-cs acu 
followea that by a further drop that 
brought July to 2d decline. Figures on the 
Argentine shipments for the week were 
conflicting, one report placing them at 
2,168°000 bushels and another at 1,264,000, 
both of which were considerably larger 
than a year ago. Chicago received only 32 
carloads of wheat compared with 108 the 
same day last year, but Minneapolis and 
Duluth got 552 cars, against 275 a year ago. 
Aggregate receipts at primary western 
markets were 512,000 bushners, compared 
with 342,000 bushels last year. Atiantic 
port clearances of wheat and flour were 
equal to 594,000 bushels. Indications from 
stock taking centers pointed to a small in- 
crease in the visible, against nearly 1,000,000 
bushels decrease the year before. Mav 
wheat opened 4@%sc lower at from 67% 
down to 67%c, and under a good demand 
from shorts, improved to 67%c. At the 
slight improvement, however, long wheat 
became once more supérabundant. May 
declined to 66%c, but both foreign and 
domestic shorts came in again and caused 
a reaction to 674%c. New York reported 22 
boatloads sold for export to Antwerp. On 
this item of information the price rose to 
6754c, but more long wheat came out and 
again knocked the price back to 67c, and 
later to 66%c. It closed at 66@6%c 
sellers. 

The execution by commission houses of 
stop-loss orders and the weakness in 
wheat caused a break in corn at the start. 
Light receipts and liberal clearances, how- 
ever, started shorts covering at the de- 
cline. There was considerabie buying for 
the long account, and the early loss was 
nearly all recovered. Receipts were 174 
cars. May opened 4%4@%c lower at from 
33%c down to 33%c, sold sparingly at 33t¢c, 
rose to 34%4c, then sagged to 38%@34c sell- 
ers at the close. 

Oats were weak and lower early in sym- 
pathy with wheat, but owing to an ex- 
cellent demand from shippers and shorts 
the price firmed up, and the market closed 
quite strong. Receipts 14 cars. May be- 
gan %@%c lower at 25@25%c, advanced to 
25%@25%c and closed at 2544@25%c. 

Pressure of long holdings depressed pro- 
visions. The market did not appear to 
have recuperative power of a lasting qual- 
ity, as several little rallies were’ quickly 
squelched by fresh offerings of long stuff. 
May pork opened 5@10c lower at $9.077%@ 
9.12%, sold at $9.12%, then declined to $8.95 
and closed at 8.97%@9. The range in lard 
and ribs was narrow. :

MRS. EASTMAN 
DISCUSSES THE 
D. A. R. MEETING 


It would seem froni an interview publish- 
ed in The Weekly Review of Nashville 
that the recert meeting of the Dauzthters 
of the American HKevolution in Washington 
did not warrant the criticism passed upon 
the proceedings of the various sessions by 
Mr. George Willam Curtis. Mrs. Charles 
Eastman, a prominent member of the Nash- 
ville division of the Daughters of the Amer- 
ican Revolution, in reference to the matter, 
is quoted as saying: 

“While there may have been some small 
Giserder incidental to the convention's pro- 
ceedings, George William Curtis's attack 
upon us was wholly without reason. Women 
are not so well reserved in pariiamentary 
, rulings as men, nor are they capable of 
fully controlling their emotions when under 
plessure, consequently, there may have 
been one or two sinall skirmishes; but to 
declare that the body’s deliberations were 
marked by clamorous outcries and efforts 
at gaining recognition. is untrue. The con- 
vention employed an expert in parliamenta- 
rry rulings, who sat near Mrs. Manning. 
The chief question. before the body was 
the division of monies, many women favor- 
ing a detention of two-thirds of each chap- 
ter’s money to be used as said chapter saw 
fit. The southern representatives, especially, 
favored this idea, having a plan for the 
purchase, or purchases, of historical build- 
ings, some owned by private individuals, 
the marking of colonial graves, and the 
presentation of historical lectures, as Ells- 
worth, for example. This latter would prove 
of far-reaching good to the children of the 
south, in that on such occasions we would 
give them entrance free of charge. 

“As the association's laws now read, one- 
half the yearly incomes revert to the Wash- 
ington chapter, its upholders, aaiming it 
should be the fountain-head of power. Our 
opponents were successful in the point of 
votes, and the law remains unchanged.”

Weman’s Co-operative Asseciation Has 
Secured a Suitable House. 


HOME WILL BE OCCUPIED SOON 


Rooms of Place Will All Be Papered 
and Properly Furnished. — 


HOUSE LOCATED NEAR TRINITY CHURCH 


Important Meeting of Members Will 
Be Held Monday and Definite 
Plans Will Be Discussed. 


The woman’s boarding home which the 
Woman's Co-operative Association has 
been working to establish in Atlanta is now 
an assured institution. Yesterday a house 
was leased and will be put in proper shape 
ag s00n as possible by the members of the 
association. 

The boarding home will be located in the 
large and commodious brick building which 
has been known as the Ardell] on White- 
hall street near the corner of Trinity ave- 
nue and ig considered by the association 
as the most suftable location that could be 
had. The building is on one of the chief 
thoroughfares $f the city and near the 
business section. 

For some time past the association has 
been considering propositions for a suitable 
house and yesterday morning the matter 
was settled definitely and the work of fur- 
nishing the twenty-four large rooms of the 
home will begin in a short while. In the 
meantime the house will be placed in ex- 
cellent condition and ready for occupancy. 

Every room will be papered and furnish- 
ed in a-tasteful manner and the building 
is so constructed inside that the depart- 
ment for aged women may be separated 
from .the other departments so as to give 
the occupants as much privacy as possi- 
ble. 

The rooms will all have small white iron 
bedsteadg and will be furnished in uni- 
form style. Already a number of the mem- 
bers have signified their intentiqns to 
paper and furnish cooms as memorials to 
departed friends. 

A superintendent for the building will be 
needed as soon as the home is opened, and 
applications for the place should be for- 
warded to the recording secretary, Mrs. Jo- 
seph Raine. 

One of the many features contemplated 
by the association in the plans of the 
home will be a lunchroom, which will be 
open to all women rn the city. Working 
women who have a lunch time of halt 
an hour’ may go to the home and get a 
lunch for only a few cents, and it ts. ex- 
pected that this department wil be liberal- 
ly patronized by ladies in town shopping 
and who do not care to return home early. 

An important meeting of the Woman's 
Co-operative Association will be held Mon- 
day morning at 11 o’clock in the rooms of 
the Young Men's Christian Association and 
definite plans for the conduct of the 
home will be discussed and arranged. 

The by-laws of the assoc.ation will be 
adopted and everything put in shape to 
begin work on the home at once. At the 
meeting a suitable name for the home will 
be selected and every member of the as- 
sociation has been requested to bring a 
hame for consideration. 

It is thought, as the shop girls of the 
city will be greatly benefited by the home, 
that merchants employing many girls will 
feel disposed to make contributions toward 
the cent and maintenance of the woman’s 
boarding home. 

Already a number have pledged them- 
selves to make handsome contributions not 
only in cash, but in furniture, and the mem- 
bers of the association feel greatly en- 
ee, with the prospects of the institu-

good for the city: The sewer bids were | 
turned down by colincil before on account 
of the irregularity of the figures, and the 
result is that much money has been saved. 

Ween the sewer committee opened bids 
for sewer work several weeks ago W. A. 
Hancock and David Smith were found to be 
the lowest bidders. It was found, however, 
that in some items both were unreasonably 
low, and higher in others. The contractors 
had bid very low on lines of work of which 
not very much would be done and high on 
work that would be done. The council did 
not like this character of bids, and threw 
out all of them, determined to ask for 
more bids on a different basis. 

The sewer committee held a special meet- 
ing at the city hall at 3 o’clock yesterday 
‘afternoon and opened the new bids. David 
Smith, G. H. Morrow & Co., W. A. Hancock 
and Gude & Walker were the bidders. 
There was no speculation in any of the 
bids, and it was found that the bid of 
David Smith was the lowest. He was, 
therefore, awarded the contract. The re- 
port: of the committee will go to council 
Monday afternoon and will doubtless be 
adopted. 

The total amount of the bid of David 
Smith was $23,274, or a saving of about 
$1,300 as compared with the contract of 
last year. The bid of Mr. Smith was about 
$1,114 under that of the next lowest bidder. 

The bid of Mr. Smith is considerably 
lower than the one he put in a few days 
ago. The members of the sewer commit- 
tee are very much gratified with the result.

Question of Taxes on Insurance Com- 
panies Will Be Looked Up. . 


OTHER COMPANIES INTERESTED 


Basis for Settlement of Tax Question 
Will Probably Be Made. 


VICE-CHAIRMAN ROSSER WILL PRESIDE 


Chairman Palmer Is Disqualified on 
Account of His Attorneyship 
with the Company.

A special session of the board of county 
commissioners will be held this afternoon 
at 3 o’clock for the purpose of considering 
the taxes on the Atlanta Home Insurance. 
Company. This meeting hag been expect- 
ed for some time, as the efforts which 
have been made to collect the taxes from 
the insurance company proved unsuccess- 
ful. 

More than a year ago County Attorney 
Rosser was instructed: to file an opinion 
with the county. board on the question 
whether the Atlanta Home Insurance Com- 
pany is liable for taxes on the stock of 
the company, Mr. Rosser filed his opinion 
and held that the company was uable and 
that the taxes were collectable. 

After some days the board directed the 
county attorney to take steps to callect 
the taxes. The matter has been hanging 
fire since that time. Recently Attorney 
Rosser and Tax Collector Stewart went to 
the office of the attorney general of the 
state and received from him an opinion 
in which it was stated that the taxes were 
collectable. 

Mr. Stewart, as soon as he received this, 
notified the stockholders as _ individuals 
that they would be held liable fur the 
taxes on the amount of stock ‘they own 
in the company. This notification was 
made the first part of this week. Tie board 
will convene this afternoon and the matter 
will be thoroughly discussed. It is vaid 
that a compromise between the insurance 
company and the county has been at- 
tempted, but no agreement hus beep ef- 
fected. f 

The board at the session this afternoon 
will probably discuss some proposition as 
a basis for a settlement of the tax prob- 
lem. Joel Hurt, secretary of the company, 
will appear before the board. The com- 
pany’s attorney, MW. E. W. Palmer, will 
probably appear before the board. He is 
disqualified from participating in the de- 
liberations of the board regarding the 
matter of taxes, owing to his official ca- 
pacity with the company. 

The company claims that it is not liable 
for the taxes and will not pay them. It 
holds that the taxes exacted of it are duly 
paid every year and that the company 
ought not to be double taxed. 

The meeting of the county board for 
today was called by Vice Chairman RHvsser, 
Judge.Palmer being disqualified. 

The action which will be taken this af- 
ternoon will be very important, as it will 
establish a. precedent, and whatever agree- 
ment is reached a similar one will r ore 
than likely be made with the tciephone, 
telegraph and express companies. 


‘THE PASSING THRONG. 


Dr. John Morgan Williams, of Louisville, 
Ky., a member of the hospital staff of the 
Third Kentucky regiment, now stationed 
at Matanzas, Cuba, passed through the 
city yesterday en route to his home on 
leave of absence. Dri Williams has the < 
rank of captain in the volunteer service. 
He is one of the most talented young phy- 
sicians in the south and while in Cuba was 
placed in charge of some very important 
work. Among other things he established 
three hospitals at Matanzas and was one 
of a board of physicians to look after the 
sanitary matters of that city.

The primitive methods of their 
grandfathers are apparently good enough 
for them and they won't listen to dny sug- 
gestion from a foreigner.

In 
many cases the horse is stabled in the 
front room and can be plainly seen from 
tne street. A modern bathtub is some- 
thing not to be found in the city. 

“I think there is a great future ahead of 
Cuba, but I wouldn’t advise a man ‘with a 
g00d position in this country to go there 
until the American plumber gets the island 
In a fit condition to live in.”

18 DENIED CLAIM 


Sensational Suit by Marlette Man Be- 
cided by Supreme Court. 


NO INTENTION WAS SHOWN 


Claim for Extensive Property in Sa- 
vannah Has Been Turned Down. 


PROPERTY HELD IS NOT TRANSFERABLE 


The Peculiar Suit Will Now Be Aban- 
doned, as the Decision of Court Is 
on Line with Many Others. 


The claim of Florence Barclay Johnstone, 
of Marietta, Ga., against the trustees of 
his mother’s estate for one-fourth interest 
in the estate was at last settled against 
the plaintiff in error by the supreme court 


yesterday morning. 

The case has been of unusual interest 
in the several trials obtained in the lower 
court for the reason that the position of 
young Johnstone is peculiar. He has at- 
tempted to establish the fact by proof that 
he is the illegitimate son of his mother, 
and as such is entitled to his share of a 
large estate left to Mrs. Taliaferro with the 
three children by her husband. : 

The decision of the superior court was 
rendefed against Johnstone and an appeal 
was made to the supreme court and ar- 
gited some weeks ago. The attorneys for 
young Johnstone, Judge Spencer Atkinson, 
Mercer & Mercer, of Savannah, and Mr. 
Burton Smith, of Atlanta, have worked 
assiduously in behalf of their client, and 
the decision of the supreme court Was, 
to many, it is stated, a surprise. 

The property claimed by young John- 
stone was left by Mrs: Marshall, of Savan- 
nah, to her adopted daughter, who was 
the mother of Mrs. Taliaferro, and by her 
in trust to Mrs. Taliaferro. In all the 
property will amount to nearly half a mil- 
lion dollars and consists of some of the 
desirable real estate in the city of Savan- 
nah. 

The supreme court, in rendering its de- 
cision on the case, states that slorence 
Johnstone is undoubtedly the heir of his 
mother, and as such would be entitled to 
inherit with the other children any property 
that she might have owned at her death, 
but the property in controversy was not 
vested-in her at the time of her death in 
such a way as to be transferable to her 
heirs at law. 

It is doubted, according to the court, that 
it was the intention of the testator when 
she made her will to provide for any 
children other than those born in wediock 
and as the intention of the testator ‘sas 
the first thing to be considered, a favora- 
ble intention toward young Johnstone 
would have to be shown. \ 

A hard fight has been made in the courts 
to establish the fact that Johnstone was 
the illegitimate son of his mother and that 
it) was her intention to make provision in 
the will for such heirs, but the court has 
decided that such ‘intention has not been 
made clear. 

The supreme court announced that while 
illegitimate sons could inherit, they ceuld 
take only directly from their mothers.

PECULIAR PAINS SEIZE HIM 


They Travel Over All Portions of His 
Body and Then Disappear. 


INTERMITTENT 


THE ATTACKS ARE 


When Not in Pain, Norwood Talks 
Perfectly Rational and Discusses 
His Strange Case.

The strangest case of lunacy oF lead 
poisoning, whichever it is,that has ever been 
ween at the police barracks was taken 
theré yesterday morning shortly before il 
o’clock, the subject being G. R.- Norwood, 
@ young painter, about twenty-two years 
of age, who was arrested by Patrolman 
Meeks at the instance of James F. Nor- 
wood, the father of the young man. 

G. R. Norwood is a painter, and resided 
at #23 East Hunter street with his parents. 
He worked several years in Atlanta, but 
about eight weeks ago went to Jackson- 
ville to do special work. About six weeks 
ago he was seized with the strange malady 
which now affects him, and was later 
brought to Atlanta. He grew no better, 
and his parents, fearing that he would do 
some one harm, had him arrested on the 
charge of lunacy, and a writ has been 
sworn out against him before Ordinary 
Hulsey. Norwood’s trial for lunacy will 
occur this morning, and if he is adjudged 
insane he will be sent to Milledgeville for 
treatment. - | 

Norwood yesterday furnished the facts 
in his case to The Constitution, talking 
rationally for thirty minutes. He is a 
good-looking young fellow, having not only 
@ splendid physique, but regular features, 
and an unusually intelligent face. 

The malady first attacks him in the 
abdomen. He then notifies every one near 
him to look out for themselves, retires to 
the padded, cell, and struggles against the 
pains. They creep slowly upward, past his 
chest, into his neck and then to his brain. 
Until the pains reach his brain, young 
Norwood is perfectly rational, although 
convulsed with the paroxysms of pain. 


raving maniac, tries to dash out his brains, 
and would but for the padded walls; bites 
‘himself, and screams continually. While 
the pain is in his head Norwood knows 
no one, and is not responsible for his 
actions. Having apparently reached the top 
of his head, the pain moves downward. 
First the contractions of his forehead 
cease, then an intelligent look reappears in 
his eyes; next his mouth stops twitching, 
and after the pain passes below his throat 
young Norwood speaks. : 

He asks if he has done himself or any 
one else harm, describes his sufferings and 
struggles against the pain. Slowly it 
moves downward, passing into his legs and 
finally into his knee caps. Then he dances 
with exquisite agony. The pain continues 
downward, through hig ankles, and after 
lingering for a moment tn the soles of his 
feét, disappears altogether, and the young 
man is left pale and exhausted, but per- 
fectly rational. 

He had eight of these attacks yesterday— 
five prior to his arrest and three between 11 
o’clock in the morning and 1 o’clock in the 
afternoon. Bach attack lasted forty min- 
utes. From 1 o’clock yesterday afternoon 
until a late hour last night he was free 
from the malady, and about 6 o’clock con- 
sented to take water, the first he had 
drank all day, and ate a few delicacies, the 
first food he had taken in several days. 

He stated last night that he hoped to re- 
cover, and@ thought that at the asylum, 
where he would receive the benefit of at- 
tention from specialists, he would soon 
recover his health,
